THE RULES FOR THE EUCHARISTIC FAST, recently approved by the 
Bishop of Massachusetts, are presented and discussed by the Rector of All 
Saints’ Church, Ashmont, Boston, in the following message. It is here re- 
printed in the hope that it will aid members of the congregation in carrying 
out the ancient custom of the Communion Fast in their own lives. 

“For many centuries a strict fast from midnight until the time of mak- 
ing one’s Communion was the rule in ALL PARTS of the Church. We still 
advocate this as the right and normal practice. We continue to stress care- 
ful preparation, fasting and examination of conscience, with Confession 
whenever necessary. 

“But new times bring new customs. So where it would be a real hard- 
ship, because of long work hours or children’s schedules, we accept these 
A I 8 wipe a1 saa Dt 

“1.— Water may be taken at any time. 

2.—Solid food may be taken up to three hours before Communion. 

3.—Liquids (non-alcoholic) may be taken up to one hour before Com- 
munion. 

4.—The sick (not necessarily bed-ridden) may take medicines, solid or 
liquid, and non-alcoholic drinks any time before Communion.”

BLOOD BANK PROPOSAL FOR ST. MARK’S 


To form a “Family of St. Mark’s” Red Cross Blood Bank Group, 100 volun- 
teers are needed between the ages of 18 and 60. Single minors, under 24, must 
have written permission from a parent or legal guardian, and must weigh at 
least 110 pounds. All the members of a participating group, and members of 
their immediate families, are covered for their whole-blood needs when 20% of 
the group volunteering are productive donors. If one already belongs to a 
group, he may wish to help St. Mark’s by giving only once a year to our “family 
group” also. This would help members of our parish who may be unable to ob- 
tain free blood otherwise. 

A member of the Group, which would mean anyone who is making St. Mark’s 
his parish, would be covered for any amount of whole blood needed. If one is 
not covered, most hospitals demand two pints for one, if replacement is accepted. 
Blood purchased commercially costs from $20 to $50 a pint. 

Benefits from this program are available immediately after the required num- 
ber of volunteers (20% ) have given their pint. Blood from St. Mark’s Group 
will be given at the Center City Red Cross Branch, 1710 Spruce Street. Blood- 
giving must be kept up on a yearly basis, however, once a group is formed, vol- 
unteers may donate at any time during the following year. 

Further facts and information may be secured from Miss Margaret Wads- 
worth, who will accept pledge cards and be the contact for arrangements between 
St. Mark’s and the American Red Cross Blood Bank program. Miss Wads- 
worth will be at Coffee Hour today, and for the next few Sundays. Do- 
nors who volunteer may sign pledge cards at the Coffee Hour or at the parish 
office, Monday through Friday each week from 9.30 A. M. to 4 P.M. à

GOOD FRIDAY SERVICES 


The schedule of services for Lent and Holy Week indicates a new plan for 
the parish observance of Good Friday, a plan which is now finding favor in the 
many parishes which follow the traditional rites of Holy Week. As you will note, 
the Mass of the Pre-Sanctified, the central service of Good Friday, and the two 
Prayer Book Offices, will be held during the Three Hours (12 Noon to 3 P. M.), 
hours sacred in Christian devotion. In years past, the very moving Altar Service 
has been attended by only a few members of the parish, while the traditional 
Three Hours, even without any of the Church’s Liturgy, has become a period 
favorable to a large number of people. Our present announced plan is an en- 
deavor to combine the full Liturgy of the day with three meditations to be given 
this year by one of England’s finest preachers, the Right Reverend Kenneth 
Riches, D. D., Bishop of Lincoln. Bishop Riches will be remembered as our 
Good Friday preacher in 1956. 

The core of persons who faithfully stayed through the three hours in former 
years will find the new arrangement of services very fitting, and the sermons of 
greater meaning coming within the context of the Liturgy. Others, unable to 
stay three hours, can plan their day so that they can attend at least one service 
and hear one address. The hours of the services and addresses are specifically 
indicated so that worshippers can enter and leave the Church at appropriate times. 


The Canterbury Choir will sing the liturgical parts of the Mass and Offices, 
and lead the congregation in the familiar hymns. We ask your support in mak- 
ing this liturgical use of the Three Hours a worthy parish offering, and in in- 
viting others to share it with you. You may also help by explaining the new 
Order of Service to the many friends and visitors who come to worship with us 
on Good Friday. E; P.

THE RESETTLEMENT OF CUBAN REFUGEES is a matter of great im- 
portance to Christian folk. Our own diocese through the Department of 
Christian Social Relations has accepted a quota of five families which it 
hopes that parishes or individuals will sponsor. The need is great, as over 
1500 refugees arrive in Miami weekly, and that city already is overwhelmed 
with 100,000 Cubans who have fled the tyranny of Castro. We who want to 
fight Communism can find a way in helping these worthy people. 

What can we do—what kind of help can we give? Most of the refugees 
receive financial help from the United States government, but these people 
should be given a way to get off the “dole” as soon as possible. We can help 
them resettle in our community, within our own diocese. Sponsorship 
involves finding temporary housing and later help in finding and furnishing 
permanent quarters. It also means helping find suitable employment, and 
supplying advance funds for initial living expenses. Such funds may be con“ 
sidered loans, to be repaid by the new family when possible. Sponsorship 
also means being a friend, giving practical advice and guidance, especially 
during the period of adjustment. All refugees available for sponsorship are 
given U. S. clearance, and have been given medical examinations. 

Any group or individual who may be interested to help can directly con- 
tact the Department of Social Relations at the Church House, or speak to the 
rector. This may be the opportunity for those of us who often ask—what 
really can I do to help my fellowman inthis troubled world?

The Rector’s Message 


Any Churchman trying to work at his religion soon finds out that there is a 
lot more to it than going to Church at eleven o’clock ona Sunday morning. The 
Lord’s Day, to be sure, is set apart as the weekly holy day for corporate worship, 
but the religion we profess on that day is a seven-days-a-week affair. The Cath- 
olic Life embraces all that we do every day. 

The devotional life of our parish is directed toward that end. Our aim is to 
make it possible for the members of our congregation to join with the Psalmist in 
saying, “every day will I give thanks unto thee, and praise thy Name for ever and 
ever.” We desire to make real the words of the Te Deum “Day by day we mag- 
nify thee, and we worship thy Name, ever world without end.” 

About 113 years ago the daily recitation of the Office of Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer was begun in this parish and has continued without interruption. 
78 years ago Dr. Nicholson, later Bishop of Milwaukee, instituted the daily Mass. 
Morning after morning since that day the Holy Sacrifice has been offered in St. 
Mark’s Church. As he began this ancient custom of daily Communion, Bishop 
Nicholson said, “Give us this day our daily bread for which Our Lord has taught 
His Church ever to pray—has now its deepest and best fulfillment in our midst. 
May that daily offering never cease henceforth ‘till time shall be no more’.” 

Many people are told that St. Mark’sis a different kind of Episcopal Church, 
and, after attending an eleven o’clock Solemn Mass, they may believe they have 
found the reason why. We count it a privilege to share in the offering of a ser- 
vice of such dignity and traditional ceremonial, and we are glad when friends 
and visitors join with us. This service, however, is not the reason why St. Mark’s 
really is a different kind of parish. It might be said to reflect the reason. One 
must experience our daily devotional life to find the true answer. 

Your priests take every member of the congregation with them to the Altar 
each morning. With them in the congregation may be one who has come to ask 
our prayers for a loved one who is very ill. Another may kneel in the chapel 
early in the morning to pray for a loved one now departed this life, to remember 
a birthday or some other anniversary. Still another has come to offer to Goda 
problem or difficult decision, and in turn receive strength and direction in the 
Bread of Life. 

A wonderful devotional life goes quietly on in your parish day by day as we 
offer the daily Sacrifice and read the Prayer Book Offices morning and evening. 
Those new to the life of the parish, those newly come to the life of the Church, 
and even those who have been Sunday members of St. Mark’s for years, would 
find great blessing and joy in sharing in the daily services of our parish church.

OUR RELIGIOUS ORDERS 


The Presiding Bishop has designated Sunday, June 3rd,as “Religious 
Life Sunday” on which day we are asked to remember and to pray for the monks 
and nuns of the Episcopal Church. 

There are twenty-five Orders in our own American Church, and many 
more than that in the Church of England, which means that today there are 
more than there were before Henry VIII and Cardinal Wolsey filled their pockets 
with the wealth of the monasteries of medieval England. The oldest English 
Order today was founded over a hundred and twenty years ago, and the oldest 
American one almost a hundred years ago, and yet so few of us seem to be aware 
oftheir existence. Perhaps it is because we do not want to be: either we find 
the Orders irrelevant, or they make us uncomfortable. 

Religious Orders are living reminders that the Christian way of life is to 
be lived entirely for God, and that man’s own well-being is not the purpose of it. 
All Christians are under solemn vows to renounce the world, the flesh and the 
devil. We all took them when we were baptized, and we renewed them before 
the Bishop confirmed us. These are the same vows that monks and nuns live 
under, but they carry them out in a specific manner, ina kind of life to which God 
calls some, but not all of us. It is not a “holier” life than any other kind of Chris- 
tian life; it is only different. And it is obvious, and a reminder to the others. 

The monk’s and the nun’s chief work is prayer. Of course, if we do not 
believe in prayer, we will not understand Religious Orders, and will always 
judge them by their “good works”. The works they do are always secondary; 
the life of prayer comes first. 

Then too, it is a life of complete offering of Self to God. It is organized 
to make this easier. It is more difficult to give oneself wholly to God if one lives 
in the world with all of its responsibilities and distractions and temptations. A 
monk or a nunis not necessarily a saintly person; he or she is a specialist, 
someone who specializes in prayer and self-offering. And they pray and offer 
themselves on our behalf. Let us pray for them. M. R.B;

Your vestry and especially its Commit- 
tee on Buildings and Property has given a long period of careful thought to this 
work, and has now accepted the plans of Mr. William Heyl Thompson, our 
architect, who will also supervise each stage of the restoration. 

During the summer the chancel ceiling will be returned to its original 
polychrome beauty. Four panel designs which are repeated throughout the 49 
panels of the ceiling have been retained with a slight simplification. This work 
is being done by Mr. Louis Ewald, one of our most outstanding Church decora- 
tors, and his associates. 

As far back as about the turn of the century, great dissatisfaction was being 
expressed with architectural design and the quality of material inthe altar and 
reredos. In the book “St. Mark’s and Its Lady Chapel” there is the comment 
“The present Altar and Reredos of Caenstone were erected in 1866.... Itis 
still inferior to the other fittings of the Chancel, and as it is not a memorial it is 
hoped it may some day give place to one more beautiful.” We plan to carry out 
the first stage in the fulfillment of this hope this summer. The reredos, which by 
now shows marked signs of deterioration, will be removed, allowing the window 
in the east wall to be seen in its original full length. The present altar will re- 
main for the present, until after thoughtful consideration we can erect the new 
altar in its proper Setting. 

We are all grateful to learn that a new altar has been given as a thank 
offering for the life and priesthood of the Reverend Frank Vernon, D. D., rector 
of St. Mark’s from 1920 to 1944. 

Other items are included in this restoration project such as an improve- 
ment in the chancel lighting, the harmonizing of the organ screens which in- 
cludes returning the visible organ pipes to their original metal color, and neces- 
sary cleaning of the walls and stone window mullions. 

The chancel will be closed off this summer, and a temporary altar erected 
at the head of the nave where Sunday services will continue in the normal way. 
We know that each member of the congregation will understand if there is any 
noise or inconvenience on weekdays. It will be more convenient to use St. John’s 
altar for weekday services, and the Blessed Sacrament will also be reserved 
there during the summer, The Lady Chapel will be closed during this period of 
WOTK. 

Our chancel program over the next two summers will bring much joy to 
each of us, I know, but whatever we do to enrich our already beautiful church 
building is primarily to the glory of God. St. Mark’s is His House, and in it we 
shall find the holiness of beauty in His Name. Emmett P. PAIGE.

What A Happy Day We Had Last Sunday. Many of our friends and

“To speak of stars is always hazardous, and to consider distant

One man’s constellation appears to another 
merely as a lighted hill in the next borough; Orion or Altair 
may be no more distant than the corner tavern, according to 
the eye that views. Among city buildings, as in the heavens, 
there are, however, special luminaries which by general con- 
sent are accorded a larger importance, a special dignity. Most 
of the early churches here considered belong within that cate- 
gory, but the later structures may have no extensive acclama- 
tion— possibly they should best be considered as candidates for 
stellar honors. 


“The Gothic style, meanwhile, was gradually gaining ascendancy,

- Gothic Revival in America, is St. Mark’s Episcopal Church 
. at 1625 Locust Street, built in 1848-49 after the design of John

advance the principles of the new High Church movement, 
sent to London for plans. These drawings by R.C. Carpenter, 
were duly dispatched to Philadelphia, but the building as it 
stands is the work of Notman, who did, apparently, use some 
features of the English sketches.

The Rertor’s Message 


Before the High Altar of St. Mark’s Church, a soft, white light burns, except 
on rare occasions. The lightannounces the Presence of Our Lord in the Blessed 
Sacrament. Behind the altar stands the Tabernacle, the house where the Host 
from a previous Eucharist is reserved. From this meeting-place of heaven and 
earth, Our Lord goes forth to feed, strengthen and refresh the sick and shut-ins, 
and those unable to come to the Altar in the church. 

If you are sick and for any reason confined to home or hospital, you need 
more than ever the grace of Holy Communion. Your priests believe that bring- 
ing you the Sacraments is one of the most important parts of their ministry. Be- 
sides Holy Communion, we are at all times ready to administer the Sacrament of 
Holy Unction, anointing for spiritual and physical healing, and to hear the con- 
fessions of those unable to attend church. 

Any who are confined for long periods because of age or health will be 
visited at least monthly. Whata comfort it is to know that Christ will come to 
you in your home or wherever you may live. We also may be grateful that we 
can face an operation or some other crisis of life cleansed of sin, anointed, and 
fortified with the Bread of Life. 

For those who are physically able, it is best to have the Blessed Sacrament 
brought to them early in the day, before breakfast. It is fitting that a place be 
made ready for this wonderful occasion. It is thè Lord Jesus coming—not 
merely a visit by the priest who is only His minister. May I suggest that, if 
possible, the following preparation be made before the priest arrives with Holy 
Communion: F 

—a small table placed beside the bed, covered with a white cloth. 

—a crucifix or cross, with at least one lighted candle on the table. 

—a small dish of water and a napkin for the priest to cleanse his 
fingers before and after administering the Sacrament. 

It is also an honor to Our Lord if someone is available to answer the door 
carrying a lighted candle. He comes —the Light of the world. The priest should 
be received into the house or hospital room quietly, without unnecessary conver- 
sation. At the end of the brief service, he may slip away quietly to make further 
visits with the Blessed Sacrament, and to leave the one just communicated to 
offer thankful prayer. 

I hope that these suggestions drawn from the age-old devotional customs of 
the Church are helpful. Emmett P. PAIGE.

Frank Dawrenre Vernon, D. D., Priest 


The new High Altar blessed this morning is a fitting memorial 
to Father Vernon, a great Priest and the beloved Rector of this 
parish for 24 years. It is the gift of Mrs. Theodore F. Jenkins as 
a thank offering for his Ministry at St. Mark’s Church. The altar 
is of Tennessee marble, and its design reflects the liturgical devel- 
opment of a free-standing altar. 

Father Vernon was born in St. John, New Brunswick, in 1873. 
He graduated from Trinity College, Toronto, from which he later 
received the degree of Doctor of Divinity. He studied for the 
priesthood at the Episcopal Theological Seminary, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, being ordained Deacon in 1896 and priest the next 
year. 

After 18 years as Dean of St. Luke’s Cathedral, Portland, Maine, 
he accepted the call as rector of St. Mark’s in June, 1920. Quoting 
from the Memoria] Minute of St. Mark’s Vestry—“As a shepherd 
he was untiring in his efforts to serve and to save every member of 
his flock. As a preacher he never shunned to declare to his people 
the whole counsel of God. He had a remarkable capacity to express 
himself with clarity and cogency. His continual and consistent 
practise of the Presence of God generated a spiritual atmosphere 
which affected all with whom he came in contact.” 

Father Vernon died on May 24th, 1944, and is buried in 
St. Luke’s Churchyard, Germantown. Although few of our 
present congregation remember him, his influence in this parish 
still gives strength and meaning to the Catholic Life.

THESE ARE DAYS OF LITURGICAL CHANGE as the process of study 
and re-evaluation goes on in many Christian Communions, particularly among 
Anglicans, Roman Catholics and Lutherans. The aim is not to change the an- 
cient truths which the Liturgy expresses but to remove whatever has been added 
in past years which hides the expression of these truths. For Anglicans this be- 
gan with the First Prayer Book of 1549. Changes were made then which are 
now being looked upon with favor by our Roman brethren, most noteworthy, the 
Mass in the vernacular and the participation of the people. We of St. Mark’s 
are not interested in changes for their own sake. We have a free-standing altar 
because it returns the ancient emphasis of a Holy Table. At Solemn Mass the 
Celebrant faces the people during the Consecration so that the spirit of corporate 
offering can be enhanced. We shall read the Epistle and Gospel at all Masses 
facing the people because the Word is for their ears, in their language. We 
dropped long ago the Preparation before Mass and the Last Gospel after 
Mass as extras which destroyed the liturgical unity of the Mass. The Prepara- 
tion is said with great dignity in the sacristy, and the Celebrant uses the Last 
Gospel as a private devotion (which the people may also do) as he leaves the 
altar. One or two other meaningful changes are being studied and will be ex- 
plained in due time. Whatever we do must be in the spirit and context of our 
established Rite, the Book of Common Prayer. It isa wonderful Liturgy, and 
whatever enrichments we make must serve to emphasize this. BE. PLP;

SOME THOUGHTS ABOUT PARTICIPATION AT MASS— 


—The Offertory, introduced by the Salutation and the Offertory Verse, is 
something made by all present. We stand for the collection of the offering 
in money while this is presented at the altar, and remain standing through 
the priest’s offering of the bread and wine. Thisis our offering too, as these 
elements are purchased from the general offerings of the people. It is our 
custom at Mass for the people to kneel as the priest goes to the Epistle 
side to wash his fingers, as this is his own personal act. 

—The Epistle and Gospel are read TO the people, so the minister faces 
the people for reading of the Word. The people, in turn, face the Gospel. 

—The genuflexion is the proper reverence to Our Lord in the Blessed Sac- 
rament reserved which is indicated by the white light burning in the sanc- 
tuary, even though the tabernacle has now become an aumbrey in the 
north wall of the sanctuary. 

—The lighting and extinguishing of candles is not part of the Mass. 
It is quite proper to leave when the priest and those assisting in the chan- 
cel have retired from the church, even though the candles are still 
lighted. There are still some ‘“candle-worshippers” left in the Episcopal 
Church. 

—Be hearty in saying or singing the responses and people’s parts of the 
services. Remember you do not attend Mass—you ASSIST at ae

Thete is much interest in and work being done towards the reunion of Chris- 
tendom these days. Some of us are convinced that attempts at “forced marriages” 
are basically dishonest, and throwing away convictions just for the sake of a 
bigger and better Church is immoral. But we can get to know and love one 
another. There’s where the beginning should be—getting acquainted and 
learning mutual respect. We of St. Mark’s, being right in the center of a great 
city, have many unique privileges in this regard. Many wonderful Christian 
people of other communions come in to get acquainted. A few instances might 
be mentioned. Recently a large group of Methodist young people from a sub- 
urban church spent an hour with us, talking about the things we have in com- 
mon, and facing the things whereby we differ. They felt at home in St. Mark’s, 
for they too have an altar-centered church. Many Roman Catholic brethren 
come in for a friendly visit, clergy and laity. Recently two Jesuit priests found 
much in common with us as we discussed the liturgical movement. They liked 
our liturgical simplicity. Numerous Lutheran seminarians come by from time 
to time, and their understanding of liturgy and sacraments makes for a real 
dialogue. So it goes—we learning much from these folk, and they finding many 
common bonds with us. We are not yet talking about organic unity, but we 
are speaking of first things—our common Lord, His Church, and His loving 
command to “Do this.”

justice. Each one of us could well make these principles the basis for Christian 
action in our daily contacts. Under the text, “To do justly, to love kindness and 
to walk humbly with thy God”, Dr. King tells all who would work for social 
justice: 


1.—Use active non-resistance to evil. 

2.—Never seek to defeat or humiliate your opponent, but to win his friend- 
ship and understanding. 

3.—The non-violent resister seeks to defeat the forces of evil, not the per- 
sons who happen to be doing evil. 

4.—Avoid external physical violence but also internal violence of spirit 
(Hating the opponent). 

5.—Accept suffering without retaliation. 

6.—Have confidence that the universe is on the side of justice. 

7.—Recognize that the center of non-violence is the love of God operating 
in the human heart.

THE DOMINICAN SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY FOR LAITY, a Roman 

Catholic Lecture Course, will be our guests at St. Mark’s this evening. As 
part of the subject for study, “Healing the One Body”, they have asked to hear 
about Anglicanism and to see how and where we worship. This is an unique 
opportunity to do something tangible about the Ecumenical Movement, and to 
share with these brothers in Christ the meaning of our Catholic heritage and 
the beauty of the Prayer Book Liturgy with its diversity of expression. 


THE MAUNDY THURSDAY LITURGY AND WATCH. It seems to be 

the opinion of many members of our congregation that the Mass be celebrated 
at the early hour (seven o’clock) rather than change to an evening hour. By 
maintaining this custom we are able to have the Watch from the end of the Mass 
of the Lord’s Supper throughout the day until midnight. Each of us should plan 
the day so that he can spend some time with our Lord reposing sacramentally on 
the altar in the Lady Chapel. It is customary to use the double genuflection as 
one comes to and leaves the Altar of Repose. (This reverence is to kneel on 
both knees and deeply bow.) We hope you will sign up for a period on the 
chart on the porch bulletin board. 


THE LITURGY OF GOOD FRIDAY. Itis our custom to have all the tradi- 

tional services for the day during the Three Hours beginning at noon. As 
you will see on the schedule, there will be three sermons or meditations, one 
after each of the services. The sermons begin at 12.20, 1.45 and 2.35 P. M. 
This year we are privileged to have Dr. C. Edward Hopkin of the Philadelphia 
Divinity School, and a member of St. Mark’s staff, as our preacher. 


It is hoped that most people will be able to remain throughout the three 
hours. If this is impossible for some, we hope they will plan to attend one 
complete service with sermon, entering and leaving the church only during 
the singing of the hymns which come before and after each address. 

Our Canterbury Choir will sing the liturgical parts of the Offices and the 
Mass of the Pre-Sanctified, and lead the congregation in familiar hymns. We 
enlist your cooperation in making these services of our Liturgy a worthy offering 
to Almighty God. Please invite your friends to share this great experience 
with you.

WHAT’S IN A NAME? 


Mere words may seem unimportant. However, they do serve to convey 
ideas, and a wrong choice of word conveys the wrong idea. There appears to be 
a growing tendency to use wrong words to describe the Church. 


Take the word “anglican”: it has nothing whatever to do with ceremonial 
in a parish. It is the all-inclusive term for every Church in communion with the 
Church of England. Therefore, the Episcopal Church in the U. S. of A., the 
Church of Canada, the Church of Australia, the Philippine Episcopal Church, 
the Holy Catholic Church of Japan, and many others, are all “anglican” because 
they are all in communion with the Church of England. And whether or not 
they use eucharistic vestments and incense, every parish church of the Episcopal 
Church is an “anglican” one. If we want to convey the idea of more or less 
ceremonial, perhaps we had better fall back on the old terms “high” and “low”, 
since these words have now come to mean this. 


Another frequently misused word is “catholic”. Every parish within the 
Anglican Communion (and within the Episcopal Church) is a Catholic one. 
This is one of the differences between Anglican Churches and what are called 
Protestant Churches. It has nothing to do with ceremonial. Every priest of the 
Episcopal Church, whether he wears a round collar or a necktie, is a “catholic” 
priest. In the Prayer Book there is a prayer for “the Catholic Church” (page 
37). This does not refer just to places that have fancy services, nor only to the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


Whenever we take away the original meaning of a word, we rob the 
language of that word, and generally there is no other that will take its place. 
As a result we have to rely on phrases to say what we mean. If we are going 
to use “anglican” to mean “high church”, then we will have to say for “anglican” 
“all of those churches in communion with the Church of England”—eleven words 
for one. This is one of the reasons why it becomes more and more difficult to 
communicate ideas. The tools we use—words—have lost their meanings. 


At this particular time in our Church history we are trying to emphasize 
the things we have in common, and to underplay our differences. The world 
ought not to be given the impression, because of our careless use of words, that 
the Episcopal Church consists of two parts: Anglican and Episcopalian. Every- 
one who has been baptized in the Episcopal Church is an Anglican no matter 
what his ceremonial leanings. One of our greatest treasures is our unity without 
the need of uniformity, which we can bring to others by our example. It would 
be a crime to destroy this by our own carelessness, and to create the image of 
division where there is, in fact, none.

SUNDAY EVENSONG and SIX SPECIAL PROGRAMS. For many years 

—more than any of us could remember—Evensong has been sung on Sunday 
afternoons from the fall through the spring. It has been an inspiring, rewarding 
service, beautifully offered to God in recent years by the Men’s Choir and mem- 
bers of St. Vincent’s Guild. On average Sundays the congregations have 
numbered about 12 persons, few of them members of the parish, with little 
participation by this handful. (It does take courage to sing out by yourself.) 
Changing conditions of city life, especially in Philadelphia, make all this dis- 
interest in Evensong quite understandable. (It has been said, however, that 
even, beginning about 1920, the congregations were nolarger.) This is no criti- 
cism of the members of our congregation. The three Sunday morning Masses 
are well attended, and Evensong was never meant to be a substitute for Mass. 


This year we shall read Evening Prayer on Sunday evenings as we do each 
day of the year, without a choral service, except for six Sunday evenings. On 
these evenings Evensong will be sung, and some special program offered which 
should be meaningful to the congregation and the community. Mr. Day, our 
choirmaster, has arranged the following special music events, the dates of which 
you may wish to keep for reference. 


November 14—5:30 P. M.—Following Evensong, the Canterbury Choir 
will sing Hassler’s “Mass III” and five of his seasonal motets. 
Martin Donahue will be guest organist. 

December 12—4 :30 P. M.—Preceding Evensong (sung by the Men’s Choir) 
there will be an Organ Recital by Alice Perkins Smith. 

January 9—5:30 P. M.—The Parish Choir of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, Rosemont, Joseph Barbosa, choirmaster, will sing Evensong 
and selected sacred music. 

February 13—5 :30 P. M.—Following Evensong, the Canterbury Choir will 
sing “Requiem by Durufle,” with soloists and Ronald Stalford, guest 
organist. 

March 13—5:30 P. M.—Following Evensong the combined Men’s Choirs 
will sing Sowerby’s—“*A Liturgy of Hope” with Vivian Stanchik 
Wagner as soloist, and Ronald Stalford as guest organist.

ST. MARK’S SUNDAY SCHOOL 


It is a good idea for us to realize that young people are not a different 
kind of Churchmen which must be dealt with separately, but are rather simply 
younger Churchmen who are part of the parish family. In the past we have 
all been guilty of furthering that unfortunate kind of parallelism in which the 
adults and the youth each go their own way, and within which it is quite 
possible for a child to come faithfully to the Sunday School for eight or ten 
years without ever setting foot inside the church. It is small wonder that we 
failed to interest them after they had “graduated” from the Sunday School. 


Therefore, at St. Mark’s the younger Churchmen share in the life and 
worship and instruction of the whole family. While the older Churchmen are 
having the “Ministry of the Word” (the introductory part of the Mass) in the 
church and being instructed through the reading of the Collect, Epistle, Gospel, 
and the Sermon, the younger Churchmen in their own classes are also receiving 
the “Ministry of the Word” in a form more suited to their abilities to compre- 
hend. Then, for the Mass itself with its liturgy, the whole parish family is 
together before the Altar to offer the Holy Sacrifice and to welcome and adore 
our Lord present in the Sacrament of Holy Communion. 

Because we have not enough room in our parish house, the older youngsters 
come to the 9 o’clock Mass (ages 10 through High School) and have classes 
afterwards. 

At the start of our fall session we have 67 pupils enrolled for classes, and 
9 able and experienced teachers. 

This year we are learning about God through the great acts of his love and 
faithfulness to his people as they are recorded for us in the events of the Bible, 
and discovering the meaning of these things for us today. But even the most 
skillful teaching will be wasted unless we do our best to implement these great 
truths within our family life. Our children must not come to the conclusion 
that there is one set of values that applies on Sunday mornings, and another for 
home use. The co-operation of our St. Mark’s parents has always been wonder- 
ful, and to this we can attribute a large part of the success of our Sunday School.

THE REV. MASSEY H. SHEPHERD, JR. in his new book “Liturgy and 

Education” has some helpful things to say about the Christian’s use of the 
Bible. “God’s people worshipped before they had a Bible. And the Biblical 
books are basically a record of their experience with the living God, and with 
his Son in the concrete person of Jesus Christ. ... From generation to genera- 
tion the liturgy carries the Scriptures in context that gives them their fullest 
significance and meaning. Without the living environment of worship, the Bible 
would be for us today a body of literature comparable to the Dead Sea Scrolls 
or the Hermetic writings. The Scriptures cannot be understood religiously—in 
faith—outside of the living tradition of the Church. This living tradition is 
handed on from age to age in the corporate worship of the Church, where the 
Bible is read and interpreted and its language used for the substance of prayer 
and praise.” One other quote gives us good advice: “ ‘The Bible says’ is an 
unconvincing way to begin nailing down an argument.”

A HELPFUL WORD ON CONFESSION (The Sacrament of Penance) by 
Louis Monden, S.J. in Jubilee Magazine: 

“Awareness of the psychic complexity of the sinful action may force us to 
experience the confession of sins more authentically as the sign that it is. The 
priest in the confessional is no public attorney looking for an exact crime, nor is 
he a psychiatrist who must decide how accountable the defendant is or a psycho- 
therapist who must rid the penitent of his complexes and his unconscious inhibi- 
tions. He is one who, in God’s name, utters God’s releasing word over the sin. 
What he must know and what the penitent must tell him is not an adequate 
description of the sinner’s situation, a perfectly true insight into the extent of 
his sinfulness. What the penitent tells him is only a sign of what he tells 
God ...a very imperfect expression of what God forgives him. And the priest’s 
judgment, his human meeting with this sinfulness, is only a sign—often a very 
imperfect and shadowy sign—of the merciful salvific judgment of God, which is 
not tied to the limitations and mistakes of our human judgment. Both penitent 
and priest may be wrong in their judgment about the confessed sins, in fact they 
often are. ... If both are in good faith this mistake does not matter at all, for 
God forgives not what has been confessed, but what has been signified by the 
confession.”

THE ISAIAH V. WILLIAMSON LIBRARY 


In the year 1876 money was left in trust by a parishoner of St. Mark’s, 
Isaiah V. Williamson, to provide for a parish library, and because of the 
generosity of Mr. Williamson, we now have one of the largest and best of 
such libraries. 

For many years the library was allowed to stagnate, and became a collection 
of rather old-fashioned “religious” books. With the restoration of our Parish 
House in 1956 and the remodeling of the old library room, the Williamson 
Library was revitalized largely by the patient and hard work of Fr. and Mrs. 
Harold Lufkin. 

Because the Philadelphia Divinity School provides a reference library for 
the area, it was decided not to make our own a reference-type one, but rather to 
make it a reading library of current books of value and interest to our con- 
gregation. (Books that are not read are removed from the shelves.) New 
volumes are added regularly, thanks to Mr. Williamson’s bequest for the pur- 
pose, but no library is of much value unless people use it. In these days of ours, 
which are both confusing and exciting, it would be a great help if all of us 
took the time to be informed, and to gain strength and courage from the words 
of others. 

Books can be taken out according to the usual library rules from the desk 
at the south end of the Parish Hall. Some few books have to remain in the 
library either because they can’t be replaced, or they won’t stand the wear and 
tear. But, again, our primary goal is not to collect books, but to circulate them. 
Make it a habit to examine the shelf of new books each Sunday. The librarian, 
Mrs. Lufkin, will be glad to help you. (We have an unusually good collection 
of children’s books.) 

A parish library doesn’t just happen—at least our own didn’t. We are 
grateful to Mr. Williamson for his forethought, and to those who work to 
keep our parish library one of the best.

ST. HILARY was born in what is now France, and served as Bishop of Poitiers 

for about 12 years. He is one of the principal Fathers and theologians of the 
Western Church, an ardent defender of the Nicean Faith who was exiled for four 
years for resisting the Arianizing policies of Emperor Constantius. Hilary en- 
couraged the endeavors of his friend and protege, Martin of Tours, to develop 
the monastic life in the Western Church. 


THE FINAL REPORT OF THE DIOCESAN SELF-STUDY is in the hands 

of each parish and mission. You may be hearing of the findings from time to 
time, especially as we consider what the study says about our own parish. At 
the beginning, however, it does say this about the diooese: “The Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania presents a microcosm . . of the Episcopal Church as a whole, reflecting 
the strengths and weaknesses, the opportunities and problems which character- 
ize the United States Province of the Anglican Communion. The vision of what 
the Church might be through the work of the Diocese of Pennsylvania is excit- 
ing, the possibilities of a slide into negation are strong, and the actualities of 
much of the diocese are commonplaces. There are, of course, many congrega- 
tions which are not ‘the status quo at indifferent prayer’ but there are many 
others which are mountainous in their indifference, and there are only a few that 
are active in the guidance of creative change. The strength of the diocese is, 
naturally, its constituency, the many devoted people who pray, worship, work, 
study, follow, and lead.. . . There is a great deal of excellent leadership 
throughout the diocese and there is an even greater store of potential leadership 
which is, presently, untapped. The weaknesses of the diocese must also be 
found in the people, perhaps most clearly in the divisions which exist between 
one person and another, between one congregation and another, and between 
congregations and the diocese.. . The diocese seems to beafflicted with more 
than simple congregationalism and the various parishes and missions seem actu- 
ally to be on diverging tracks, rather than merely running parallel to each other, 
because of the lack of communication.” 

This may provoke some prayerful thought. More another time. E.P.P.

THE SUPPLEMENT BOOK AND THE CALENDAR. 


In the pews in the Lady Chapel and those facing St. John’s Altar, where the 
weekday services are held, there is in the book racks, alongside the Book of 
Common Prayer, a supplement volume called “The Lesser Feasts and Fasts.” 
This has been prepared by the Liturgical Commission of the Episcopal Church 
for trial use, and it contains the Calendar and the Collects, Epistles and Gospels 
for the Lesser Feasts and Fasts and for Special Occasions. 

On the bulletin board in the tower porch is posted the liturgical calendar 
(Ordo) for each month, describing the Mass for each day and where the propers 
are to be found (S stands for the supplement book; BCP for the Prayer Book) 
together with the intention at the 7:30 Mass. The 12:10 P. M. Masses are 
always of the season (Sunday) or a Prayer Book holy day. We can participate 
more fully if we make use of these books. Those parishes using the supplement 
book will be asked to give their comments and criticisms after a trial period so 
that the material can be revised and edited carefully before it is included in the 
next edition of the Prayer Book. 

The lesser saints’ days in the supplement book are arranged according to date, 
beginning with January. There is also a “common of saints’”—collects, epistles 
and gospels for any variety, of saint, and sets of propers for votive Masses and 
for special occasions. Make a point of stopping to look at the calendar posted 
in the porch so you will know what is going on at the altar and where to find 
the propers.

SUNDAY BREAKFAST NOTE: We are finding that the breakfast after

SOME ASPECTS OF “THE NEW THEOLOGY” confuse and disturb some 
people a great deal. The following quotation from our diocesan, Bishop 
DeWitt, may not answer particular problems, but it may help in directing our 
thinking : 
“A great deal of verbiage, it strikes me, is being wasted on a meaningless ques- 
tion, for example, the question as to whether “God is dead.” It is a melancholy 
business to see valid and important questions reduced to bywords and catch 
phrases. To seek to know the nature of God, and linguistic analysis of the words 
and phrases whereby we attempt to describe that nature—these are valid and 
glorious pursuits, the queen of sciences. ‘God is dead’—Nietsche. ‘Nietsche is 
dead’—-God. This bit of American humour comes closer to the mark. For the 
question is not whether God is dead, but whether we are. If we are deaf to our 
people’s cries, dumb when a voice is needed, blind to the strictures of society 
that stifle and impoverish and imprison God’s people—these are the signs of our 
death. The living God wants a church that carries on the ministry of Christ. 
And He is so alive that He is ‘able of these stones to raise up children unto 
Abraham.’ This is the function of the Diocesan Self-Study—to help us measure 
our vitality, to know our signs of life.”

OFFERINGS FOR THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION are still being received. 


THE SUNDAY LEAFLET is the regular “communications medium” for the 

parish family. We have been reminded that quite valid circumstances keep 
some of the parishioners from attending services on some Sundays, and they 
would miss the calendar and notes. The parish office would be very happy to 
send the Sunday leaflet to anyone regularly. The cost of postage for a year 
amounts to about $1.60. If YOU would like the Sunday leaflet sent to you each 
week, simply call or write the office. The parish wants to have a regular 
channel of communication with its members. 


A PERMANENT AUMBRY has been erected in the sanctuary in the north 

wall on the Gospel side of the High Altar. This has been made possible by a 
thank-offering, the gift of Mrs. Charles J. Maurer, a member of our parish. 
This addition to our church was designed by Mr. William Heyl Thompson, our 
parish architect. It incorporates the Buckley memorial door of the tabernacle, 
formerly a part of the altar and reredos which were removed when the chancel 
was restored some time ago. The new aumbry is very much in keeping with 
the spirit of our renovation and the liturgical renewal which guided our 
decisions. An aumbry houses the reserved Blessed Sacrament, and the white 
light hanging in front of the altar indicates our Lord’s sacramental presence. 
Liturgical reform in all parts of the Catholic Church is restoring the free-stand- 
ing altar such as ours, a holy table at which the celebrant can face the congre- 
gation during appropriate parts of the Mass. Obviously, the former tabernacle 
in the center of the altar was unsuited for such a change. An aumbry in the 
north wall, or hanging over the altar, has traditional precedence, and after 
almost two years of “trial use” we came to believe that the present place to 
reserve the Blessed Sacrament is the most fitting for St. Mark’s. 


In the aumbry itself, the Blessed Sacrament is reserved in one kind, the 
hosts or consecrated bread, and these are kept in a chalice-like vessel with a 
cover on it, called a ciborium. A white veil covers the ciborium. 


The reverence made by members of the congregation to our Lord in the 
Sacrament is the genuflection, touching the floor with the knee, and this remains 
the same for whatever place the Sacrament is reserved in the sanctuary. For 
clergy and servers who enter or leave the sanctuary the genuflection also is 
observed. With the aumbry in the north wall, however, a simple bow is made 
to the altar by those in the sanctuary who pass it during the Mass. 


Both the Lady Chapel altar and St. John’s altar have tabernacles which may 
be used on occasion for reservation instead of the aumbry, although the Sacra- 
ment is never reserved at more than one place at a time in a church. The white 
light burning in front of an altar always indicates where the Sacrament is 
reserved. 

Of further interest is the small aumbry on the wall, left of St. John’s altar. 
Here is kept the Holy Oil used for Unction—the anointing of the sick for healing 
of body and soul. — E. P. P.

at BOTH the 9 and 11 o'clock Masses each Sunday. She is on duty from 
8:45 A. M. to 12:45 P. M., during the services, the breakfast and the coffee 
hour. This service is for visitors and guests, as well as for members of the 
congregation. 


SIMNEL BREAD will be blessed and served to all at Coffee Hour following 

Solemn Mass this morning. Please come to the Parish House immediately 
following the service. Our thanks to the Women of St. Mark’s whose members 
have baked the bread for us again this year. Simnel (a bread made with fine 
flour, although tasting somewhat like a fruit cake) has traditionally been asso- 
ciated with the Fourth Sunday in Lent. Years ago, in England, young folks 
would return home for a holiday on this Sunday bringing Simnel to their 
mothers as a sign of devotion. Simnel Bread, for us, is a symbol of your love 
for the Church on “Mothering Sunday.” This day is also called “Refreshment 
Sunday” suggested by the story of the feeding of the five thousand in today’s 
Gospel. Rose is often used as the color for the vestments on this Sunday, mid- 
way in the season of Lent. 


OUR CORPORATE PARTICIPATION in the Eucharistic Liturgy can be 


aided by the quiet pauses in the Mass, as well as by action, words in unison 
and dialogue. Such pauses are now used in two new places and can be meaning- 


ful for us all. The first brief pause is after the call to prayer before the collect 
(or collects) at the beginning of the Ministry of the Word. This pause gives us 
an opportunity to “collect” the petitions of the Church pointed up by the day or 
season. It is an ancient liturgical custom, retained until recently only in the 
collects on good Friday. The other pauses come after each general intercession 
(each paragraph) in the Prayer for the Church at the conclusion of the Offer- 
tory. This gives to the prayer the form of a litany, and since no litany response 
is yet authorized in our rite, we may say silently at each pause—“Lord, hear 
our prayer; and let our crying come unto Thee” or the familiar, “We beseech 
thee to hear us, good Lord.” We may also add names of those we wish to 
remember before God at this time. 


ST. MARK’S FAIR—a springtime event—is just around the corner. The date 

has been set as Wednesday, April 27th. The Women of St. Mark’s sponsor 
this annual event, but all members of the congregation, men and women, are 
urged to participate. The proceeds of this one “money-making” affair in our 
parish go to support the program of the Church, and some particular missionary 
projects, as well as various housekeeping needs in the parish house. Each of us 
is asked to bring in the contributions of articles for the various booths. Please 
bring them to the parish office, marked for the Fair. More details later.

THE LATE MRS. THEODORE F. JENKINS left three legacies to Church 
institutions. Her bequest to St. Mark’s Parish of $100,000 was given to be 
invested by the Trustees of Endowments so that the income would continue 
her generous giving to the parish during her life-time. This is another indication 
of her devotion to the work of the Church and especially to the parish she so 
faithfully served. 
Her second legacy was of a similar amount to the Society of St. Margaret, of 
which she was an Associate. 


The third legacy was to the General Theological Seminary in New York. The 
following from a recent Seminary Bulletin tells about this generous bequest: 
“A legacy of $100,000 has been received from the estate of Mrs. Theodore F. 
Jenkins of Philadelphia who died on November 24, 1965. Since 1956 Mrs. 
Jenkins had provided the funds which made it possible to bring to the Seminary 
each Spring Term a visiting lecturer in the field of Ascetical Theology. Under 
the terms of the will the money is to be used ‘for the establishment of a Lecture- 
ship in Ascetical Theology, to be called The St. Mark’s Lectureship in 
Ascetical Theology in Memory of Frank Lawrence Vernon, Priest and 
Doctor. ... On nomination of the Dean and Faculty of the Seminary, and with 
the approval of the current Rector of St. Mark’s Church, 16th and Locust 
Streets, Philadelphia, and the Father Superior of the Order of the Holy Cross, 
West Park, New York, the Trustees of the Seminary shall annually appoint a 
lecturer . . . chosen from those who are expert in the study of the literature of 
Christian Mysticism, the Interior Life or Penitential Theology, or in the prac- 
tice of Spiritual Direction... .’” 


We of St. Mark’s are honored to be represented in this gift to theological 
education, and to have the late Father Vernon memorialized by it.

THE MAUNDY THURSDAY LITURGY AND WATCH. It still seems 

to be the consensus of the members of our congregation that 7 A. M. is the 
most convenient hour for the Mass of the day. We shall then continue to be 
liturgically “old-fashioned” for another year at least. In this way we are able 
to have the Watch from the end of the Mass of the Lord’s Supper (about 8 
o'clock) throughout the day until midnight. It is appropriate to urge each of 
us to spend some time during these hours with our Lord sacramentally present. 
It is customary to use the double genuflection as a reverence as one enters and 
leaves the Lady Chapel. (This reverence is to kneel on both knees and bow.) 
We hope that many will sign up for a special period on the chart now posted 
on the porch bulletin board. 


THE LITURGY OF GOOD FRIDAY. During the Three Hours, beginning 
at noon, we shall have the two Offices of the day and the Mass of the Pre- 


Sanctified. As you see on the schedule, there will be three sermons or 
meditations, one after each of the services. The sermons begin at 12:20, 1:45 
and 2:35 P. M. This year we are again privileged to have the Reverend Canon 
Reginald Cant, Chancellor of York Minster, England, as our preacher. Canon 
Cant is lecturer during the Easter Term at the General Theological Seminary, 
New York, on the St. Mark’s Lectureship in Ascetical Theology, made possible 
by the bequest of the late Mrs. Theodore F. Jenkins. 


It is hoped that most people will be able to remain throughout the three 
hours. If this is impossible for some, it is suggested that they plan to attend 
one complete service with sermon, entering and leaving the church only 
during the singing of the hymns which come before and after each address. 


Our Canterbury Choir will sing the liturgical parts of the Offices and the 
Mass of the Pre-Sanctified, and lead the congregation in familiar hymns. As at 
all our services, we welcome all our friends and neighbors in the community. 


THE EASTER VIGIL is an unique service, full of symbolic action. It is 

meaningful only as we all enter into the spirit of participation. In many 
ways it takes us back to the very beginnings of the Christian Easter Rite, yet 
as we strike the new Fire, receive and pass on the Light of Christ, and are 
restored by the Water of Baptism, renewing our own Baptismal vows, we are 
aware of our present involvement in man’s primary needs. The Bread and Wine 
of the Eucharist which follows only emphasizes this truth. 


A LITURGICAL HOLY WEEK is not a withdrawal to indulge in antiquarian 
ceremonies, but a living action which sets clearly before us the true nature of 
Christ, Man and the World.

THINGS CHANGE & LOT’S WIFE 


None of us really likes change. Change means disturbance and the necessity 
of forming new attitudes. It always means a certain amount of discomfort and 
apprehension. When we are faced with change, the “good old days” always 
look good-er. And so we are apt to look for something to stop things. 


There are many people who see the Church as an ally in the attempt to 
keep things as they are. After all, the Church does appear to be highly 
interested in the preservation of old things—values, traditions, ceremonies and 
the rest. And probably because so many people project this image upon the 
Church, she responds accordingly and has championed the status quo. But 
whenever the Church has not stuck up for things as they are, or been unwilling 
to proclaim the duty of going back to things as they were, she has been roundly 
criticized. This is pretty much the situation we are in today. 


But things have always changed because we live in a world that changes. 
We always have. The Church has changed too. In its first hundred years it 
changed so much that the Apostles wouldn’t have recognized it. Now we 
wouldnt recognize the Church of 150 AD. Times and needs have always 
determined the shape of the Church. Old forms and ways are not valuable just 
because they are old. Times and needs are at this moment determining the 
shape and form of the Church tomorrow. But today this process moves much 
faster. What used to require two or three centuries now takes ten years. This 
is all very dizzying and a bit frightening, but it is nothing to fear. The only 
real danger lies in our refusal to accept the fact, in any kind of Christian with- 
drawal from the world into a fortress of our own making which we might call 
“The Old Ways” or “The Only True Religion.” 


Nostalgia for the past is a very human phenomenon, but so is change. The 
older we get the less we like it, and the more we want to return. But that is 
impossible. It can’t be done because there are no “old days” to return to. They 
are gone. There is only now and the future. 

Do you remember Lot’s wife? She had a hankering for the old life she 
was forced by circumstances to leave. She made the mistake of looking back. 
God had told them not to, but to press on ahead. The Church is always on the 
move. It has to be because the world continually changes.—M. R. B.

THE CANTERBURY CHOIR was founded in 1952 to enable members and 

friends of the congregation to participate directly in the music program of 
the parish and to enrich our worship on special days in the life of the church 
(Ascension Day, Ash Wednesday, etc.). Previously, such observances and all 
summer sung services were provided with but two “cantors,” scarcely sufficient 
to lead or encourage hearty corporate worship. The contribution of Canterbury 
Choir was apparent at once and remains so to this day. 

The organization grew, attracting men and women from beyond parish 
membership. Soon the choir was able to contribute special programs of sacred 
music in addition to their primary function of singing at parish masses and 
evensongs. The size of the group varies from season to season, and the musical 
program is adapted to its current size and capacity. It is not a collection of 
skilled professionals; it is made up of willing amateurs, many of whom did not 
even read music when joining the choir. No voice test is given an applicant 
for membership, nor are there other qualifications to be met. This is a deliberate 
policy aimed at encouraging members of the congregation to volunteer their 
services. 

It is not essential that everyone come to our concerts, although it is always 
hoped that you will and that you will enjoy them. It is important that Canter- 
bury Choir draw its basic membership from the parish if we are really sincere 
in our involvement in parish life and worship. 

More members from the parish and from the Sunday congregations are 
needed if we are to maintain our standards this summer and at holy day masses 
next season. The music used is not difficult, but it needs more than a handful 
of singers to meet the acoustical requirements of our church building. Can you, 
will you, help? A single rehearsal for summer masses will be held on Tuesday, 
June 21 at 7:30 P. M. (Note the change of time from the winter rehearsal 
schedule.) If you feel that the quality of our summer and feast-day masses is 
important and if you wish to help, please speak to Mr. Day—and join the Choir.

DR. ROBERT McAFEE BROWN, Professor of Religion at Stanford Uni- 
versity, in a recent news story, predicts that the United States faces a 
tremendous decline in church membership within a few years, and declares that 
the decline will be the salvation of the church. This decline will reflect the fact 
that “people on the edges no longer will find comfort in the church, while those 
who remain will know why they’re there.” The church is “at last entering the 
arena of public life, and anyone who likes things as they are will become upset.” 
“We've got to realize that were a minority group, not only in numbers, but in 
impact,” he said. “If we’re going to be more than a political party on its knees 
blessing the Establishment, we must ask ourselves, ‘Gee, what are we doing 
about it all?’ ... Somehow Christianity became equated with morality during 
the last century—don’t dance, don’t drink, don’t play cards. But I don’t know 
what all that has to do with Christian life. Christianity has only one rule—love. 
A recognition of that fact is threatening too many people. But that’s what 
Christianity is, and that’s the thing that will make us become involved.”

IN HIS AUTOBIOGRAPHY, Kenneth Rexroth, an author and painter whose 

life has been one of almost unbelievably wide experience, relates how he came 
into the Anglican Communion (Episcopal Church) as an adult. He makes this 
thoughtful observation: “In the year-round liturgical life of the Church I 
encountered something I had never known before—a social organization which, 
whatever its great evils, devotes its best energies to ennobling life. Any Catholic 
will tell you that above all other things what holds him to the Church, in spite 
of doubts and manifest evils, is the sacramental system. In the rites of passage— 
the fundamental activities and relationships of life—birth, death, sexual inter- 
course, eating, drinking, choosing a vocation, adolescence, mortal illness—life at 
its important moments is ennobled by the ceremonious introduction of trans- 
cendence; the universe is focused on the event in a Mass or ceremony that is 
itself a kind of dance and a work of art. This is the real significance of religion. 
We think of religion today as something to believe, the Westminster Confession, 
the Athanasian Creed. The virtue of Catholicism is that it never lost the 
anthropological religion which it shares with the Northwest Indians or the 
Bushmen or the Eskimos—it is something you do.” 


“THERE IS GREAT HOPE because the Church, as Christ, going into the 

world, living in the world as it is, is on the move again. If movement and 
change frighten us, we should ask ourselves the question—Can any one of us 
honestly believe that God’s Plan for salvation is only for prosperous, comfortable, 
withdrawn and indifferent peoples on their own terms? If so, our God is pretty 
small, and He will grow smaller, gradually dissolving into a myth—then He will 
be dead. But the God with the Plan ‘that all human history shall be consum- 
mated in Christ’ (St. Paul) is a living God, very much alive—alive and vital 
in a computer, automated age—alive in an affluent society, but most startingly 
alive wherever man is deprived, de-humanized and violated. If this be true, 
how wonderful St. Paul’s words become—‘When I think of the greatness of 
this great Plan, I fall on my knees before God the Father’.”—E. P. P.

WEDDINGS vs. MARRIAGES 


One of the difficulties a priest often faces when he talks with a young 
couple who are looking into the prospects of being married by the Church is 
that the couple is talking about the wedding, whereas the priest is thinking 
about the marriage. The Church does not restrict its weddings to a favored 
few, but it does hestitate to administer the sacrament of Holy Matrimony where 
signs indicate a small likelihood that the couple will lead their married life 
together within the fellowship of the Church. Church weddings are for church- 
men, those who intend a Christian marriage. Holy Matrimony, like all the 
sacraments, is meant to be administered within the framework of the Church 
family. 

There is a badly mistaken notion that being married in a church makes it 
all more valid, as if not being married in a church was highly suspect. The 
essence of any wedding is a man and a woman making promises to each other 
in front of witnesses and in the presence of someone authorized to pronounce 
them “man and wife.” But in a “church wedding” these promises are solemn 
vows not only made before witnesses, but before God, and are therefore irrevoc- 
able. God becomes a third party to the contract. To expect a Christian marriage 
to be fulfilled apart from any relationship to the Church is silly. A church 
wedding does not make a Christian marriage. The intention of the bride and 
groom does. To ask the Church merely to “perform the ceremony” is to put 
the Church in exactly the same category as a justice of the peace. The intention 
of a “church wedding” being Christian marriage, the character of the ceremony, 
in terms of music, flowers and other “extras”, is governed by what a sacrament 
should be within the fellowship of the Christian family—M. R. B.

The lighter fare, the dessert course, may keep it 
company, but the solid main dish is imperative. Undergirding the reading, of 
course, is the prayer life. There are several good books of prayers in the 
library which could be helpful. 


The following list of books should appeal to various tastes : 


1—“The Christian Universe”—Eric Mascall. 
“The infidels of today offer us a dreary and an impoverished universe, not 
satisfying our needs and aspirations.” In contrast Dr. Mascall sees the 
“wonder and glory of Christianity.” 

2—“The Life of Jesus for Everyman”—William Barclay. 
Short—paperback. 

3—“A New People’s Life of Jesus’—Barclay (paperback). 

4—“The Death of God Controversy’—Thomas W. Ogletree. 
An impartial analysis of the three main lines of thought of three theologians 
—Wnm. Hamilton, Paul Van Buren and Thomas J. J. Altizer— their weak- 
nesses, differences and why this radical theology has made such an impact. 

5—“What about Tongue-Speaking ?”—Anthony A. Hoekema. 
A biblical analysis of tongue-speaking addressed to all Christians, making 
one more aware of the work of the Holy Spirit in the lives of Christians. 

6—“Man’s Pain and God’s Good”—J. V. L. Casserly (paperback). 

7—“Tell No Man’—Adela R. St. Johns. 
A compelling novel about a contemporary man who endeavored to obey 
Christ. 

8—“The Secularization of Christianity’—E. L. Mascall. 
The writer says a firm “No” to the more fashionable theological trends 
springing from “Honest to God,” and sees the whole radical movement as 
an attempt to make Christianity agree with the modern world, rather than 
a bringing of the secular world to the Christian Faith. 

9—*The Christian World of C. S. Lewis’—Clyde S. Kilby. 
An evaluation of Lewis’ Christian works, an interpretation of some, and an 
introduction to him for those who do not know him. 

10—“Fear, Love and Worship”—C. F. Allison. 
“This book is about our common malady, fear; the solution, love; and 
worship, the means by which love destroys fear.” “We need to take a good 
look at ourselves.” Based on II Timothy 1:7. Very readable and pertinent.

Your 
clergy are pleased to help in this matter as they can, but we feel it is not 
unreasonable to limit such references to those who ask us first if our names 
may be used. 


THE RIGHT REVEREND JOSEPH PIERRE BELL WILMER, D.D., was 

consecrated Bishop of the Diocese of Louisiana, on November 7th, 1866—one 
hundred years ago tomorrow. This anniversary has a real meaning for St. 
Mark’s Parish, for Dr. Wilmer was its first rector. He was elected rector on 
January 2, 1849, just as the building was reaching completion. He came to 
Philadelphia from Goochland, Virginia. The parish was founded to extend the 
teachings of the Tractarians in England (those who labored for Catholic renewal 
in the Anglican Church). Dr. Wilmer was elected as, what was called in those 
days, a High Churchman, but his refusal to allow the use of an altar frontal 
may indicate his attitude towards ceremonial enrichments. The records show 
that his personal qualities endeared him to the congregation and he had a fruitful 
ministry here until the outbreak of the Civil War. At that time he felt that his 
southern sympathies made it necessary for him to leave the parish. He resigned 
in 1861 and moved to the south. Five years later he became the Bishop of 
Louisiana. He died in 1878, and because of the fond memory the parish had 
for him a memorial window was placed to his memory in the chancel of the 
church, now visible on the north side. We join with the Diocese of Louisiana 
in commemorating this faithful priest and bishop of the Church of God.

FROM A MAGAZINE ARTICLE by the Rev. Bennett J. Sims, rector of 
Christ Church, Corning, N. Y.— 


There is a danger in self-criticism of confusing repentance with dis- 
enchantment. Some of the voices that speak for the Church today, at least in 
Anglicanism, seem to betray a cynicism, a veiled contempt for the Church. 
This would not be pride broken, but only nursing its wounds. ... In a time of 
renewal, cynicism will not do, for this spirit is a denial of the very power to 
bring the renewal that cynicism insists upon. At its deepest level, cynicism is 
really rebellion, not obedience—seeking to contrive renewal by manipulation, 
unmindful that renewal is the work and the gift of God. I suspect the “Death 
of God” theologians of simply articulating and sloganizing the despair that 
comes of an attempt to manipulate the Holy Spirit. They write with a kind of 
ice-water ink; the words show clearly, but the meaning is hard to draw into 
visibility. For them, prayer has become impossible. They may be the avant- 
garde, but this is dificult to believe of men who cannot pray. They seem to me 
useful as theological critics, not as pathfinders. Actually they appear as 
casualties in an era of theological flux, for they deny the foundation truth of all 
Church renewal: that man does not make it. It comes of God.

“FREE IN OBEDIENCE” 
By William Stringfellow 


The mission to the city and specifically to the slums, the decrepit and 
depressed regions of the city, has been engineered by bodies, councils, committees, 
and commissions who neither individually nor corporately are seriously or 
radically involved and certainly not to the point of risking possessions or 
reputations, much less death itself. Instead these ecclesiastical engineers ponder 
statistics of urban development, of the migration of races and nationalities, of 
the topography of the churches in the city; then they decide that a church 
building is needed here or a settlement house must be constructed there. 


I am all for maximum use of whatever skills, techniques, data processes, or 
even gimmicks the social sciences can conceive and regulate, but none of them 
amounts to much in terms of witness (though perhaps otherwise in terms of the 
image of the churches) unless there are in fact Christians on the actual scene 
day after day, day in and day out. First the Christians have to live a while 
in the streets before they can know how to minister; to, how to love, the people 
of the streets and how to accept and enter into, the action of the streets. Because 
of his comprehension of the Incarnation—the entrance into and participation in 
human existence of God himself—the Christian must simply be there, no matter 
how unpleasant that may be. 

Or, in other words, if I were a bishop in one of the great cities, I would 
not show my compassion for the trauma and violence of city life by building, 
financing, and consecrating any more church buildings or parish houses. Maybe 
some of those are needed, but first there has to be a depth and passion of 
involvement that, for the most part, there has not yet been. Only then can 
there be intelligent employment of financial resources and shrewd location of 
physical facilities. If I were a bishop, I would first of all devote myself to 
walking the streets, trying to see the inner city for myself. I would, so to speak, 
make myself available to the actual inner life of the city; I would visit and try 
to listen to the voices that can be heard in the taverns and the tenements, on the 
street corners, and in the shops. First, I would try to hear the city, if indeed, 
the city would tolerate my presence long enough to permit me to listen. 


Then, I think, I would go out to scour the land to find perhaps five hundred 
Christians—men and women, clergy and laity—to commission and send them 
into the city. When I had found and called these missionaries, I would tell 
them that they were to go, probably in pairs, into the city, and just live on 
whatever means of survival prevailed in the block or neighborhood to which 
they were sent; they would have to live, in so far as possible, as those to whom 
they were sent. I would instruct them that upon their arrival they should do 
only one thing: knock on every door. Most doors would not be opened, at least 
not readily. But when a door was opened, the missionaries would say: “We 
have come to be with you because God cares for your life, and because God 
cares for your life, we also care for you.” Period. There would be nothing 
more—no invitations to join the Church, no programs to offer for the people or 
their kids, no rummage to give away, no groups to join or meetings to attend, 
no gimmicks, no concealed motives, and no hidden agendas. There would be 
just the bare announcement of God’s love and the freedom which that love gives 
people to love each other. 

Of course, at first, because the world is so accustomed to guile on the part 
of those who come in God’s name, this message would not be either welcomed 
or believed. But with persistence, some would receive the message. Then there 
would be time enough to deal with all of the other issues of Christian witness 
beyond the event of merely caring, such as whether some should be baptized or 
join a congregation, whether a new congregation should be called into being, 
whether any particular facilities were appropriate to the witness in this place, 
and so on. But first of all, the Christians (the Church) must simply be in the 
world, sharing in and caring eloquently and honestly for the life of the ordinary 
world—for the life of any man—just as it is.

DISCIPLINE; “IN” OR “OUT”? 


From what we may read these days, we might easily come to the conclusion 
that any kind of religious discipline is quite definitely “out.” But this would 
be a wrong conclusion, for it is only a certain type of discipline that is out of 
favor, and rightly so. 

In our religious life, we must not sell discipline short, for there is no substi- 
tute for it, and without it certain goals can’t be achieved at all. It is always a 
means to an end, but never an end in itself. It is this last notion about discipline 
that is “out”, and especially the kind that is imposed from outside—the keeping 
of a set of rules made by somebody else. It is quite possible to keep such a set 
of regulations without being the least bit disciplined in our life. There has been 
too much giving up of candy as a substitute for real meaningful discipline. 

The whole matter has to be seen in the light of making an offering to God. 
There can be no virtue in giving up what is unpleasant or bad. The more 
enjoyable, the more pleasant, the more worthwhile something is, the greater the 
offering. The greatest offering of all is the gift of our own free will. When we 
stop to think about it, this is really the only thing that is our very own. Any 
kind of discipline, then, ought to be a symbol of our wanting to deny ourselves 
as a symbol of our devotion to God. God is not pleased by mortification in 
itself. There are those who seem to imagine that the more miserable they are, 
the more God approves of their condition. This is nonsense. Therefore, there 
must be an element of joy in any Christian discipline. It must be an expression 
of love, the offering to God of our dearest possession—our own will. Lent is 
the traditional season for Christians to discipline themselves, but in this truly 
Christian manner. 

Lent is a season of preparation, and takes its meaning from Easter, Easter, 
in turn, becomes meaningful to us only when we have prepared for it, and taken 
part in the Liturgical acts—especially in Holy Week—which are meant to lead 
up to it and give us its true meaning. As Christ died and rose again, so shall 
we—not merely hereafter, but now. Discipline is a kind of “dying” which leads 
to “resurrection” —a new life in Christ. One of the worst and most enervating 
misinterpretations of the Gospel is the one that supposes Christians hope for a 
new life only hereafter. That new life comes to every baptized soul here and 
now. But just as Christ had to die first, so we have to. The baptismal office 
says that in Holy Baptism we are buried with Christ so that we may live 
with Him. 

Practically speaking, the body needs every now and then to be pulled up 
short and reminded that it is not the master, but the servant. Self-indulgence 
always gets the better of us unless we rein it in now and then, and it always 
makes the spirit dull and unperceptive. Consequently, we tend to be unrespon- 
sive to God’s impulses when they come to us. Discipline, at least during Lent, 
is one way to tune up our spiritual perception, to open the mind to the voice of 
the Holy Spirit, to take a careful and honest look at ourselves and to check up 
on our direction and goals. It is also an opportunity to clean house—to set 
things in order, and perhaps to confess our sins to God and receive the grace of 
Absolution as a preparation for our Easter communion. Again, self-indulgence 
makes it difficult for us to be receptive to the benefits of our communions. God 
has a hard time getting through. 

Discipline is still very much “in”, and Lent is the time to think about it 
and to make use of it for our own welfare. Just what “plan” you may adopt, 
or “rules” you may make for yourself are not really important. The thing is to 
have some scheme, and to be ready to put it into effect the first day of Lent.

EPISCOPALIAN “UPS” AND “DOWNS” 


Strangers to our Episcopalian variety of worship are often confused and 
not a little resentful of what they call “all that getting up and down.” ‘True, if 
one doesn’t know the reason for these ecclesiastical calesthenics, he is certainly 
going to be discouraged. 

We believe that worship is something we do with body as well as with 
soul and mind. Our actions in church are helps and means towards making our 
worship more meaningful and complete. The actions are symbolic of what is 
going on in the head and in the heart, and worship in church is something done 
together as a group—“Common Prayer.” If people are going to do something 
together, they have to have certain agreed upon ways of going about it. Some 
plan is needed. We do not think of a church congregation as a collection of 
individuals worshipping God as individuals, but rather as God’s family gathered 
to worship as a unit, corporately as a single body. What we do in church— 
the “ups and downs”—we do according to a plan so that we can worship 
together. 

Now there must not be any attempt at regimentation. Nobody has to do 
these things, nor should they feel badly if they do not do them. But it is easier 
and better to join in with what everybody (or almost everybody) is doing as 
part of the group, the family, the body of Christ, rather than to want to assert 
one’s own individuality and prejudices. Rules and regulations exist only because 
it seems to be the best way to manage what we have a mind to do. Such rules 
will, of course, change from time to time, and always have. The first Christians, 
for example, probably stood throughout the entire liturgy, and the Jewish atti- 
tude for prayer was to stand with one’s arms held out from the sides. There is 
nothing sacred about these things; there is no right or wrong way to do things, 
only what-now-seems-best ways. 

Each parish family will have different ways and customs to suit its own 
needs and circumstances. There is nothing at all bad about variety in our 
worship. And it is not very kind to make snide remarks about the customs of 
other congregations. On the other hand, it is praiseworthy, certainly, to “do” 
whatever is being done when we happen to find ourselves within the bosom of 
a congregation strange to us, just as we might expect strangers. in our midst to 
try to do what we do in order to be a part of the common effort. Needless to 
say, it is most non-praiseworthy to use our actions in church to show off what 
we suppose to be our superior knowledge or spirituality, or to make some point, 
no matter how dear it may be to us. It is the corporate worship that matters. 
If we tend to be over fussy about what we do inside churches, it may be a 
very good idea to have a look-see at how fussy we are about what we do outside 
churches, for it is a well-known psychological fact that over exactitude in one 
area of our lives is usually a sign of carelessness in some other area. 

The famous “ups and downs” of our devotional life and our worship have 
a very real part, and they ought to be really meaningful for us as one of the 
means by which the whole person worships God, and the means by which as 
persons we join in the corporate action of the family of God.

EPISCOPALIAN “UPS” AND “DOWNS” 


Strangers to our Episcopalian variety of worship are often confused and 
not a little resentful of what they call “all that getting up and down.” ‘True, if 
one doesn’t know the reason for these ecclesiastical calesthenics, he is certainly 
going to be discouraged. 


We believe that worship is something we do with body as well as with 
soul and mind. Our actions in church are helps and means towards making our 
worship more meaningful and complete. The actions are symbolic of what is 
going on in the head and in the heart, and worship in church is something done 
together as a group—“Common Prayer.” If people are going to do something 
together, they have to have certain agreed upon ways of going about it. Some 
plan is needed. We do not think of a church congregation as a collection of 
individuals worshipping God as individuals, but rather as God’s family gathered 
to worship as a unit, corporately as a single body. What we do in church— 
the “ups and downs’—we do according to a plan so that we can worship 
together. 

Now there must not be any attempt at regimentation. Nobody has to do 
these things, nor should they feel badly if they do not do them. But it is easier 
and better to join in with what everybody (or almost everybody) is doing as 
part of the group, the family, the body of Christ, rather than to want to assert 
one’s own individuality and prejudices. Rules and regulations exist only because 
it seems to be the best way to manage what we have a mind to do. Such rules 
will, of course, change from time to time, and always have. The first Christians, 
for example, probably stood throughout the entire liturgy, and the Jewish atti- 
tude for prayer was to stand with one’s arms held out from the sides. There is 
nothing sacred about these things; there is no right or wrong way to do things, 
only what-now-seems-best ways. 

Each parish family will have different ways and customs to suit its own 
needs and circumstances. There is nothing at all bad about variety in our 
worship. And it is not very kind to make snide remarks about the customs of 
other congregations. On the other hand, it is praiseworthy, certainly, to “do” 
whatever is being done when we happen to find ourselves within the bosom of 
a congregation strange to us, just as we might expect strangers in our midst to 
try to do what we do in order to be a part of the common effort. Needless to 
say, it is most non-praiseworthy to use our actions in church to show off what 
we suppose to be our superior knowledge or spirituality, or to make some point, 
no matter how dear it may be to us. It is the corporate worship that matters. 
If we tend to be over fussy about what we do inside churches, it may be a 
very good idea to have a look-see at how fussy we are about what we do outside 
churches, for it is a well-known psychological fact that over exactitude in one 
area of our lives is usually a sign of carelessness in some other area. 

The famous “ups and downs” of our devotional life and our worship have 
a very real part, and they ought to be really meaningful for us as one of the 
means by which the whole person worships God, and the means by which as 
persons we join in the corporate action of the family of God.

EVENSONG WILL BE SUNG NEXT SUNDAY EVENING at 5:30 o'clock, 

followed by a sacred concert. The Men’s Choir of St. Mark’s Church will 
sing works by Buxtehude and Sowerby. We hope you can plan to be here, and 
that you will tell your friends and neighbors. 


SIMNEL BREAD will be blessed and served to members of the congregation 

at Coffee Hour following the late Mass this morning. You are asked to come 
directly to the Parish House. The Coffee Hour hostesses and the Women of 
St. Mark’s who have baked the bread and prepared for this occasion have our 
thanks. Simnel Bread (a bread made with fine flour, although tasting somewhat 
like a fruit cake) has an historic connection with this Sunday. Centuries ago, in 
England, young people would return home for a holiday on this Sunday bringing 
simnel to their mothers as a sign of affection. We may then use it as a symbol 
of our love for the Church as the Body of Christ on “Mothering Sunday.” We 
also call this day “Refreshment Sunday,’ a thought suggested by the feeding of 
the five thousand in the Gospel. Rose color for the vestments points up the 


refreshing pause we make in our Lenten observance. 


MID-LENT SUNDAY, today, reminds us that Lent 1967 is about half over. 

The Church’s call to these forty days has always stressed some particular 
spiritual exercise on the part of Christian people. In the spirit of Christian 
Renewal, we recognize that this call involves actual acts of charity, of finding 
ways to respond to God’s Love in our love for our fellowmen, God’s People in 
the world about us. Lent as a set of rules is of little value. Lent as a way of 
stirring up our love for God, of renewing our unity in Him, is an exercise all 
Christians should want to do. Such a Lent in terms of renewal does not suggest 
that we disregard discipline as a part of the way of love. Self-discipline, self- 
offering, is an expression of love. So we must not forget the value of increasing 
our opportunities for worship and Holy Communion. You do not have to attend 
additional Masses each week or the Stations of the Cross, but they can be real 
occasions in our life with God. One might say that today’s emphasis on Christian 
Renewal, with the de-emphasis on legalism and rigorism, is a test for each 
Christian. It separates the “men from the boys.” May each of us this second 
half of Lent find and accept a disciplined way, and experience the great joy of 
involvement in the Catholic Life. E. P. P.

THE LITURGY OF THE LORD’S SUPPER AND WATCH. The Solemn 

Mass of the day will take place at 7 A. M., as usual. In this way we are 
able to have the Watch from the end of the Liturgy of the Lord’s Supper (about 
8 o’clock) throughout the day until midnight. We shall, however, have an 
additional Mass at 5:45 P. M. for those unable to attend the earlier service. It 
is hoped that many will be able to share in the Watch. It helps if you will sign 
up for a specific half-hour. (See porch bulletin board.) It is customary to use 
the double genuflection as a reverence as one enters and leaves the Lady Chapel. 
This reverence is to kneel om both knees and bow. 


THE LITURGY OF GOOD FRIDAY. During the Three Hours, beginning 

at noon, we shall have the two Offices of the day and the Mass of the Pre- 
Sanctified (pre-consecrated). There will be three sermons, one after each of 
the services. The sermons begin at 12:20, 1:45 and 2:35 P. M. This year it 
is a privilege to have the Rev. Julien Gunn of the Order of the Holy Cross 
as our preacher. 


It is hoped that many people will be able to remain throughout the three hours. 
If this is impossible for some, we suggest that they plan to attend one complete 
service with sermon, entering and leaving the church only during the sing- 
ing of the hymns which come before and after each sermon. 


The Canterbury Choir will sing the liturgical parts of the three services, and 
lead the congregation in familiar hymns. As at all our services, we welcome 
all our friends and neighbors in the community. 


THE EASTER VIGIL is an unique service, full of symbolic and relevant action. 
It is meaningful only as we all enter into the spirit of participation. In so 
many ways it takes us back to the beginnings of the Easter Rite, yet as we 
strike the New Fire, receive and pass on the Light of Christ, and are restored 
by the Water of Holy Baptism, renewing our own Baptismal vows, we become 
aware that we are today the People of God in action. The Eucharist which 
follows, receiving Bread and Wine, is the fulfillment of our involvement.

From an article in “The Messenger” — Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
Boston: 


“Although we can only guess what the situation of the Church will be, let 
us take an imaginative look at a Christian community of the future. 


After many more decades of indifference on the part of Churchmen, their 
numbers will have dwindled considerably. In the face of additional hours of 
leisure, greater opportunities to travel, decreasing poverty and suffering, and 
myriad forms of entertainment, Christianity will have lost its appeal. Those 
who sought in worship solace or beauty will have other places to turn. Only a 
core will remain faithful—only those who have passed beyond the aesthetic 
thrills of the Mass, only those who have not been dismayed by the claims of 
science but have accepted technological advance as a part of God’s will for 
man, only those who are willing to sacrifice everything for the sake of worship- 
ping God. Small groups will meet whenever and wherever they can to celebrate 
the Eucharist, usually in someone’s home at evening. 


Unless we Churchmen begin to take more seriously our obligation to serve 
Christ and to love our brothers, unless we begin to care, the Church may under- 
go greater deprivations than the above suggests. Our biggest foe is the pious 
“audience” at Mass, those who attend church but do not have the slightest idea 
what is really going on—nor do they care. These people reply, ‘We do care 
about what is happening.’ Of course they care — that the priest keeps mumbling 
and does not make them worry about what is being said, that the sermon is not 
too long, that no more changes are made in the Mass. They must begin to care 
in the right way about the right things. 

We all must search out the essentials of the Faith, adhere to them, and live 
them daily ; but we must be able, when necessary, to relinquish the nonessentials. 
We are confronted with the great opportunity of being what we profess, of 
winning the world and changing its face. Let us not miss the opportunity.”

Barrett. 


People seem unaccustomed to bishops’ arguing in public. It is not sur- 
prising, then, that people are disturbed, even shocked, when the disputes of 
bishops are reported in newspapers and magazines, on television and on radio. 
Our reputation seems tarnished and our credibility compromised. 


Longer historical perspective might be comforting, because bishops have 
often quarreled creatively. Out of these quarrels basic Christian doctrine has 
developed, just as our American Constitution was fashioned in the keen con- 
troversies of the founding statesmen in 1787 in Philadelphia. 


Like all human disagreements, the disputes of bishops have almost always 
involved both beliefs and personalities. This has been true ever since our 
apostolic predecessors, James and John, maneuvered for chief seats in a kingdom 
whose character they sadly misunderstood, or since Paul, writing in white heat 
to the Galatians, sarcastically referred to Peter and others as “those reputed 
pillars of our society” because he felt that Peter had lost his courage when it 
came to desegregating Jewish and Gentile Christians at the Holy Communion. 


Everyone knows that the dispute at the House of Bishops last October had 
to do both with doctrine and with personalities. 


This situation seems to reflect the fact that most present-day Episcopalians 
are seldom inclined to articulate their beliefs, much less to argue about them. 
Candidates for confirmation, even for ordination, are rarely scrutinized for their 
orthodoxy. 


The Episcopal Church is not what is called a confessional Church; that is, 
it has no set of beliefs all its own. Our Creeds belong to the whole of Christen- 
dom, not just to us, and people interpret the Creeds in sharply different ways. 
The Articles of Religion at the very back of the Prayer Book are a broad 
statement of where we stood hundreds of years ago rather than a platform upon 
which we stand today.

“Usually I dislike mentioning the contents of churches for two particular 
reasons. The first is that there is an unwarrantable assumption that people are 
thrilled by sedilia, squints or reredoses (or is it reredoi?). Pick up a guidebook 
to any country whatsoever and the form is the same... I cannot believe that 
anyone exists who is not bored by these eruditions, and I sometimes wonder 
whether one might not concoct an entire book of learned references to fictitious 


objects, and people would dutifully file round the naves and vaults without ever 


realizing that the objets d'art so eloquently described were not there at all. 


Boring people is bad, but boring people about churches is so wicked that I 


think it might well be classed as a new but very deadly sin... . Certainly a 
church may be beautiful, and it may have fine workmanship. . . . But the local 
church ... was put there for a purpose — to praise God and to serve mankind, 


The guidebook would have us regard churches as museums, whereas their 
mere existence is a witness to the fact that a minority, centuries ago, apprehended 
and tried to interpret the blinding truth about the universe, and about human 
life and love and death, and about a kingdom spreading across the bounds of one 
system of space and time into others, ... A minority continually discovers the 
same truth in every generation, and is doing so at this moment, and the local 
church is at the center of that incredible revelation. So the church is a holy 
place not in any tabu sense, but because of its purpose, and through the lives of 
those who have worshipped there. At the same moment that the visitors are 
drifting aimlessly to examine the old font, to look at the Victorian memorial 
windows or the hammer-beams of the roof and the brasses under the carpet, 
there is probably a doctor in a new African state, or a probation officer working 
in Birmingham, or even somebody in that same village whose understanding and 
kindness has meant everything to a lad in difficulty. All have this one thing in 
common — that it is the vision discovered or strengthened in that church which 
has given them the power to do their particular work. A church, whatever its 
ecclesiology or architecture, is far too vital and precious an object to become a 


mere sixpenny view from the tower.”

From Thomas Merton’s, “Seasons of Celebration”—on Liturgical Renewal: 


Regarding the celebration of the Liturgy ... “it is not the style that matters 
but the spirit, the taste, the living sense of rightness and of truth, and basically 
the respect for God’s creation, God’s People, God’s House. Where these are 
found, there is also inevitably a natural and supernatural openness, because we 
are made in such a way that we respond to such order and such harmony by 
opening our hearts and lifting them up to the light. . .. But let us be quite clear 
what we are participating in. Is Christian worship to be communion in correct- 
ness or communion in love? Oneness in Law or oneness in Christ? Sharing in 
valid sacraments or in the Spirit of Life that is in the Risen Savior? Certainly 
we must be correct, we must intelligently obey the laws of the Church and we 
must be concerned with the validity of the sacraments: but we are mistaken if 
we end there. These things are not the whole of worship. They are not the end, 
they are only the beginning. If we see no further than the beginning, we may 
even fail to begin. We must learn to participate in a free, open, joyous com- 
munion of love and praise. Whatever helps this sense of freedom, of openness, 
I would even say, of unconstraint, is going to help the liturgical renewal.”

THE GENERAL CONVENTION of the Episcopal Church concluded its 

deliberations over a week ago, and by now through Church papers and official 
avenues of information we should have a pretty good picture of what transpired. 
It is hoped that the Church will respond to the Presiding Bishop’s call for the 
Church to get involved (financially) with the urban-ghetto problem. We must 
also continue to work for Church Unity with each of us finding what part he 
can play in “getting to know” Roman Catholic, Orthodox and Protestants — as 
well as each other. 


“THE LITURGY OF THE LORD’S SUPPER” (for) “The Celebration of 
Holy Eucharist and Ministration of Holy Communion” has been approved by 
the General Convention for three years of trial use with the permission of the 
bishop of the diocese. This new rite may be used as of All Saints’ Day, Novem- 
ber first. If a supply of copies for the members of the congregation arrive in 
time, we hope to begin its use on that day. Of course, we want time prior to 
this to carefully study the changes with our Sunday congregations. There are 
some structural changes such as the Gloria in Excelsis coming after the Kyrie 
in the Liturgy of the Word, the sermon following the Gospel, and the Prayer of 
Intercession (taking place of the Prayer for the Church) coming after the 
“Peace” just before the Offertory. Except when we refer to a Person of the 
Holy Trinity all “thee and thou” references become “you.” A rite in modern 
idiom is very helpful and we should feel at home with all the changes in this 
respect. In the course of our beginning to use the new rite we shall suggest 
numerous ceremonial simplifications. Our Roman brethren have suffered through 
such changes and most people seem to be relieved that many compulsive cere- 
monial acts have disappeared. Our new rite is up-dated for 20th century man, 
yet still expressing the historic Catholic Faith and sacramental belief. At the 
end of three years no doubt some things will be found which have to be improved, 
but, all in all, I believe we shall all say “thank you” to the Liturgical Commission 
after we get to feel at home with the new rite. —E. P. P.

TO THE MEMBERS OF OUR CONGREGATION: 


The opportunity. to evaluate our stewardship as Christians is given to each 
of us in St. Mark’s Parish every three years. On October 26th we begin our 
triennial Stewardship Visitation during which we hope to be concerned with 
more than just securing pledges for the future. This can and should be a time 
to re-examine our commitment to Christ and His Church, the way we fulfill 
our responsibility as the worshipping People of God; our faithfulness in serving 
the parish and the diocese in whatever way we are able, asking ourselves — “Just 
what does the Church mean to me these perplexing days?”; the focusing of our 
sights on the city and world about us as the place where we as disciples must 
go with Christ. 


Either the Church and the Gospel are foremost in our lives or they tend to 
serve as kind of a window-dressing. The willingness to make a pledge for 
Christ marks one as a committed Christian; the unwillingness to pledge seems 
to indicate that one is not willing to take his or her responsibility in the “family” 
of which he is a member. Giving to the work of the Church — to God — is best 
called sacrificial sharing. It is not “charity” as we sometimes use that word 
today; nor is it paying dues, as if the Church were a club. It is a loving 
response to the Maker and Giver of all good things. The tithe (10% after taxes 
and charities) can be a helpful way of calculating what we should give. These 
thoughts may help us in our prayers and thinking as we share together in the 
next few weeks the re-evaluation of our stewardship for Christ. —E. P. P.

“THE LITURGY OF THE LORD’S SUPPER,” the new rite, will be used 

next Sunday at all Masses. We plan to use it for the full period authorized 
by General Convention, and approved by Bishop DeWitt. We should remember 
that this Liturgy is on “trial use.” We believe that it is most helpful for a parish 
like St. Mark’s to use it regularly so that suggestions we make to the Liturgical 
Commission of the Church will be based on thorough experimentation. It is our 
plan to ask for helpful comments from the members of our congregation after 
a period of time. The thought is that we should give it a chance, and not make 
hasty decisions. Frankly this should also apply to ceremonial changes. It will 
be some time before we can be certain how things should be done. Father Becker 
and I believe that the New Liturgy has much to commend it as a new rite for a 
revised Prayer Book. At both 9 and 11 o’clock today we shall try to help the 
members of the congregation to get acquainted with it before we begin its use 
on Advent Sunday. — E. P. P.

As we are getting acquainted with “The New Liturgy,” the following 
comments by the Reverend Canon Louis Weil, as they appear in the ACU 
News, seem appropriate: 

“During the past summer, I had the opportunity to visit numerous parishes 
and Church centers in the United States, and I found that in general the winds 
of reform which are sweeping throughout Christianity are taking little effect in 
Episcopal parishes, and the failure of our Catholic parishes in this area is of 
particular concern to me, for they have been our leaders in liturgical worship 
in the past. . . . In most cases, responsibility rests on the clergy: on the one 
hand, some are suspicious of what is happening in the Church, and themselves 
not understanding what is happening in the Church more than superficially, 
they do nothing to implement these developments: or, on the other hand, the 
clergy are intimidated by the laymen who think of religion as the only stable 
element in an otherwise chaotic existence, and who interpret the Church’s 
stability to mean that nothing must change, and who oppose any and all change. 
Yet we are living in a world of permanent change—and that is its glory: the 
Body of Christ is a living Body, growing, maturing, developing—and that 
means changing. The fact is that the Church today is moving, and there is no 
turning back: Christians who will not participate in and contribute to this move- 
ment will ultimately be swept aside by the judgment of history; as Bob Dylan’s 
song has it—the times, they are a-changin’.’ Thanks be to God. 

. . . We must be honest: the path is not clear—we have only hints and 
guesses to go on; but the path is opening out before us, and we must move 
along it to see what new forms the Spirit will develop in the Church as a new 
mentality emerges. One thing is clear—we must move: ‘the times, they are

SOME NOTES ON THE LITURGY 


The Offertory Procession—Here at St. Mark’s the bread and wine for 
Holy Communion have for many years been bought with money from the regular 
offerings of the congregation, and not with some special fund, which means that 
the people in the pews actually provide the oblations used at the Altar, and this 
is as it ought to be. 


The Offertory Procession in the New Liturgy symbolizes this clearly for us, 
as our old custom of setting these things on the credence table inside the 
sanctuary, before the service began, did not. The bread and the wine (and the 
alms) to be offered and blessed at the Altar, are brought up to the sanctuary 
rail by members of the congregation, and they wait there at the rail until the 
oblations have been offered (lifted up) before they return to their pews. They 
represent the whole parish, and the whole parish shares in their action. Perhaps 
the idea would be more evident if the bread and wine were actually baked and 
produced by the members of the congregation, but in our day this appears to be 
rather impractical. But, of course, once upon a time it was done that way. 


And when the bread and the wine were brought to the church, whatever 
was necessary for Holy Communion was taken out, and then the rest was set 
aside for the poor. This was the special job of the Deacon—to receive the 
oblations (which often included more than bread and wine) and to look after 
the poor of the Christian community. 


In the great Greek Church, this offertory procession is called the “Great 
Entrance” and is done with full solemnity and much dignity, for it is one of the 
basic elements of the eucharistic rite—the presentation and offering of the alms 
and oblations by the people. Some of this has been restored to us in our New 
Liturgy. “Let us with gladness present the offerings and oblations of our life 
and labor unto the Lord.” This is really what the “eucharist” is all about.

Perhaps a new prayer book 
could give us something more relevant, yet inquisitive persons will have fun 
finding out that they mean “about seventy (or sixty) (or fifty) days before 
Easter.” All of which reminds us that Ash Wednesday, the first day of Lent, 
is on February 28th. You will soon receive a card listing the services. The 
few suggestions we received have led us to schedule two Masses at 5:30 P. M— 
Monday and Thursday—with no 7:30 A. M. Masses those days. The rest of 
the schedule remains the same, although there will not be 12:10 P. M. Masses 
on Monday and Tuesday this Lent. 


From Harvey Cox’s new book “ON NOT LEAVING IT TO THE SNAKE” 


“In one sense there is no future for theology in an age of the ‘death of God,’ 
but in another sense we cannot be certain of this until we know what the phrase 
means and what the function of theology is. ... For years the doctrine of God 
has been in trouble. . . . Modes of religious experience are, as we have noted, 
shaped by cultural patterns. When social change jars the patterns, conventional 
ways of experiencing the holy disappear. ... When this happens gradually, over 
a long span of time, the religious symbols have a chance to become adapted to 
the new cultural pattern. The experience of the death of gods, or of God, is a 
consequence of an abrupt transition, which causes the traditional symbols to 
collapse, since they no longer illuminate the shifting social reality... . 


“The only future that theology has, one might say, is to become the theology 
of the future. Its attention must turn to that future which God makes possible, 
but for which man is inescapably responsible. Traditionally, it is prophecy that 
has dealt with the future. Hence the fate of theology will be determined by its 
capacity to regain its prophetic role. It must resist the temptation of becoming 
an esoteric specialty and resume its role as critic and helper of the faithful com- 
munity as that community grapples with the vexing issues of our day. 


“The ‘death of God’ syndrome signals the collapse of the static orders and 
fixed categories by which men have understood themselves in the past. It opens 
the future in a new and radical way. Prophecy calls man to move into this 
future with a confidence informed by the tradition but transformed by the present. 
Theology helps prophecy guide the community of faith in its proper role as the 
avant-garde of humanity. This community must clarify the life-and-death 
options open to homo sapiens, devote itself unsparingly to the humanization of 
city and cosmos, and keep alive the hope of a kingdom of racial equality, peace 
among the nations, and bread for all. One should never weep for a dead god. 
A god who can die deserves no tears. Rather, we should rejoice that, freed of 
another incubus, we now take up the task of fashioning a future made possible 
not by anything that ‘is’ but by ‘He who comes’.”

THE “PEACE” 


In our Trial Liturgy the traditional giving of the “Peace” has been restored 
as having particular significance in our own day and age. At St. Mark’s so far 
we have not decided upon just what we should do as this point in the Liturgy as 
a fitting action expressive of this exchange of the “peace of the Lord.” It is 
not an exchange merely between the celebrant and the congregation, but is meant 
to be an exchange between members of the congregation. Some gesture to 
express this is intended by the Liturgical Commission, and so far we have been 
missing one of the important dimensions of the Trial Liturgy. 


There is no need for it to be done like a chain reaction for there is no 
connection now with the Altar, but it is done as the beginning of the main part 
of the Liturgy (the Mass of the Faithful). “After the Ministry of the Word was 
concluded and the catechumens (unbaptized people) were dismissed, the congre- 
gation of the faithful began its ‘closed communion’ with the exchange of the Kiss 
of Peace and then engaged themselves in common prayers and intercessions, 
supplications and thanksgivings for all men. The Kiss of Peace was, of course, 
a familiar ceremony inherited from the Jews — a greeting expressive of the love 
and unity of God’s people in God’s peace. It was the first greeting of the Risen 
Lord to his disciples (John 20:19-21) ; it is the common salutation and bidding 
of St. Paul at the conclusion of his letters.” (Prayer Book Studies XVII.) 


There is no virtue in returning to ancient forms as such, except to discover 
what was the intention and outlook of the first Christians, and the old oriental 
form of greeting with a formal embrace and kiss seems a bit exotic in our own 
day. However, some action should be evolved and used to express such a greet- 
ing —the exchange of the “peace of the Lord” among the members of the 
congregation with each other as individuals. We welcome suggestions, for we 
would like to start making use of it in Eastertide. 

Also, by that time we should all have got over our initial emotional reactions 
to the Trial Liturgy and have become familiar enough with it to criticize 
objectively and constructively, and a questionnaire will be sent to all the mem- 
bers of our congregation. It is good to keep in mind that within the framework 
of the Trial Liturgy great flexibility is provided for, and there is room for much 
variation. —M.R.B.

MORALS AND THE CHURCH AS MISSION 


“We live in a world which can never again look an absolute moral principle 
in the face without asking for its ideological credentials. In this world of com- 
peting relativisms, what can the Church do? Should it cling with increasing 
ferocity to its cherished ‘principles’, many of them spawned in a robust period 
of frontier individualism, and descry the ‘moral collapse’ around it? This has 
been the posture of the dying remnant of every ancien régime in history. Or 
should it realize that the Christian Gospel is not the summons to a particular 
moral code at all —but a living enactment, the coming kingdom initiated by 
Jesus? The Gospel is a word addressed to moral cynics and ethical absolutists 
alike, a word which finds all our ethical pretensions filthy rags and reconciles 
men to each other with no reference to their level of moral attainment. 


The Church which sees its task as mission does not stake its life on any 
particular ethical system. Rather it lives in the world, and speaks and sings, 
freed from the ‘bondage to the law’. It is free to love as only those who have 
first been loved unconditionally are able to love. 


Karl Barth says the Church is the ‘provisional demonstration’ of God’s new 
humanity. It acts out in the world what God has done and is doing not just for 
the Church, but for the world. It is a people whose total life, in every responsi- 
bility and in every relationship, makes known this fact: that God is establishing 
a new humanity where social, racial and ethical hostilities have been abolished. 
The Church is that part of the world where God’s hidden presence is made 
visible, tangible, audible and evident. 


We have been reminded through the course of contemporary history, as has 
happened so frequently in the past, that the Church is not called to be the judge 
of the world. There is one judge who judges both the Church and the world. 
His people share deeply the tensions, the pain and the longings of the world, 
but are never defeated or captured by it. If through their life of concern for 
sinners God judges sin, it is his judgment, not theirs. An age which has found 
its moralisms slanted and contradictory needs not a law but a gospel. It calls 
for a Church willing to enter every concrete human crisis and struggle there for 
whatever reconciliation and justice can be wrung from the situation itself.”

the introduction of the first English Prayer Book appears in “My Lord of 
Canterbury” by Godfrey Turton: “Whitsunday came, the new liturgy was read 
in the churches, Although my own part in it was only that of translator and 
editor I could not help exulting over the accomplishment and public recognition 
of a task that had taken so long. My self-congratulation was short lived, The 
first reports I had of the book’s reception were disturbing and as the week went 
on the news became worse and worse. ‘The dissatisfied were not content to 
protest, they turned to violence. A priest in Devonshire was surrounded by his 
congregation carrying pitchforks and scythes, and compelled under threat of 
personal injury to substitute the Latin mass. Armed revolt spread quickly 
through the western counties, and while hasty preparations were made to deal 
with it, similar outbreaks followed in places as far apart as Yorkshire and 
Norfolk.” (Quoting Thomas Cranmer.)

ANGRY WITH HIS CHURCH 


“Thank you for your note of 28 November . . . I cannot fail to note, of 
course, your views on the state of the Church at this time. My immediate 
reaction is that your attitudes are much like those found within the Roman 
Catholic Church in terms of renewal and aggiornamento; there are many Romans 
deeply distressed at the English liturgy, westward position, end of Benediction, 
new theological thought by the clergy, participation in civil demonstrations by 
nuns and priests, etc. I am sure these are deeply painful days for all of us, 
especially those who cling strongly to the Victorian symbols of the Catholic 
Faith. But I think two things are to be remembered: the Church is God’s not 
man’s, and God has promised to remain with and preserve his Church by the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit. Secondly, the man-ward aspect of the Church has 
clearly, dramatically and dangerously failed in its ministry of reconciliation and 
serving as a means of Sacramental Grace from God to other men — the sheep 
not of this fold. 


There is a basic contradiction for a Catholic, Anglican or otherwise, in 
lashing out with bitterness, violent verbal assaults and damnation toward any 
other person, especially fellow Christians. St. Paul is most definite in this; we 
cannot respond toward those with whom we disagree in harsh and worldly ways. 
We are to love the sinner and dare hate only sin, and we are to respect the 
condition and integrity intellectually of others at all costs and in all times. Above 
all, there is an impossible contradiction for a Catholic who insists upon Sacra- 
ment and Apostolic Ministry if he declines respect and, when proper, obedience 
to that ministry, especially Bishops. 


Much of what disturbs you, much of what you are intemperate in con- 
demning out of hand, is but the effort of dedicated and converted Christians to 
more perfectly demonstrate the Holy Spirit in the immediate needs of con- 
temporary man. Out of the present turmoil and violence of emotions will surely 
come a great deal of positive value and holiness. The Church, we people of 
God, must be renewed and revived— and that requires breaking some of our 
static concepts and practices to shape new ones, it demands surrender of our 
prejudices and even of our spiritual pride. We are required, over all things, 
to cover sin with a blanket of love (for charity shall cover the multitude of sin) 
and we must be prepared and willing, indeed anxious, to find new bottles into 
which the old wine may be poured. 


For us, obviously, that means sacrifice of the dear, the familiar, and the 
seemingly old (most of what distresses you is not really very old) in order that 
the new may be more effective in transmitting God’s transfiguring Grace to 
those who have watched us for years unfeelingly, who have looked upon the 
right little, tight little island of organized Christianity with a terrible contempt 
—the contempt that ignores a thing having neither value nor importance. 


Our task —our only task —is the diffusion among God’s children of the 
Gospel, the good news of God-in-Man passionately in love with humanity. The 
means thereto has proven for this generation to be totally and impossibly 
irrelevant. 


Therefore, we must change — and in changing we must even experiment and 
in experimenting we must, because we are mere men, make sad mistakes and 
fluctuate into wild excesses. .. . We are all aware (perhaps this Order more 
than most) that we and the Church must renew or perish. We are all sensible 
that it is our present task to strive mightly for absolute obedience to Christ and 
his Church, to practice charity and patience, to initiate new avenues to approach 
the whole of mankind. Christ died for all men. 


There you are. You have told me candidly what you think —and I pay 
you the compliment of doing likewise!”

NOTES 


THE 1928 PRAYER BOOK RITE—still the official rite of the Episcopal 

Church—will be used at all Masses today. We have been using the Trial 
“Liturgy of the Lord’s Supper” since the First Sunday in Advent, and it seems 
appropriate to return to the 1928 rite on this Sunday so that we all, clergy and 
laymen, can make a fair evaluation of the proposed trial Liturgy. We shall use 
the older rite just as it is in the Prayer Book, remembering that our comparisons 
of the two rites concerns the texts and not the ceremonial. Early this week the 
regular members of our congregation will receive a letter and a brief question- 
naire. We are asking your constructive comments as your part in the evolving 
of a Liturgy which will be most meaningful and helpful for worshipping 
Christians in this day and age. Your prompt return of the questionnaire will 
be appreciated. Its results will be reported and a plan for further study will be 
worked out. 


A LETTER OF TRANSFER is important primarily because it brings a closer 

identity of a churchman to the parish where he is attending, and is an indica- 
tion of his assuming responsibility where he has the privilege of worshipping. A 
number of persons who attend St. Mark’s regularly have never brought their 
Letters to this parish. Just speak to the rector and he will tell you how to 
arrange the securing of a letter of transfer. 


A RESOLUTION OF INTEREST TO OUR CONGREGATION was passed 
by St. Mark’s Vestry on April 23rd: 


“Whereas the records of St. Mark’s Church of Cheyenne, Wyoming, indicate 
that the Rev. Joseph Cook came to Wyoming Territory in 1868 with a gift 
of $1000 from St. Mark’s Church of Philadelphia for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an Episcopal Church, and this gift made possible the construction 
of the first church building in Wyoming Territory of any denomination and 


Whereas later the gift of a 600 pound bell was made, recognized as the first 
church bell ever to ring in Wyoming Territory, and also the gift of a 
chalice and 


Whereas the records of St. Mark’s Church, Philadelphia, do not adequately 
reflect these gifts and this association 


Therefore, be it resolved, that there should be recorded in the Vestry 
minutes of St. Mark’s Church, Philadelphia, this information recognizing 
these historic ties and a copy of this resolution be sent to our Sister Parish, 
St. Mark’s, Cheyenne, Wyoming, on the occasion of its Centennial.”

RESULTS OF THE QUESTIONNAIRE ON “THE TRIAL LITURGY” 
sent out on May 6th, 1968. 
Number sent out — 260 Replies received — 85 (33%) 
1st Question — “Does the Trial Liturgy achieve its goals?” 
Yes —47 No— 18 (Some did not answer question.) 
2nd Question — “Suggestions for final revision.” 
Prayer of Intercession — Wording or length reworked — 17 
Blessing at the end should be restored — 17 
“Humble Access” Prayer restored —7 
Many other suggestions made, but in each instance by less than 4 people. 
3rd Question — Specific information requested. 


“Prayer of Intercession” — kneel — 56 stand — 22 
“Penitential Order” — always — 51 sometimes — 26 
“Thanksgiving and Dismissal” — kneel — 43 stand — 28 


“Further Remarks” were varied to say the least, but the majority find the 
Trial Liturgy helpful, and, with some marked reservations and offered sugges- 
tions, like its use. There were the usual contradictory reactions: One person 
said that it had no dignity, while another person said it added dignity. The 
majority of the congregation worshipping at St. Mark’s made no reply to the 
questionnaire (two weeks were allowed for their return) so we can only 
conclude from the number of replies that slightly less than three-fourths of the 
parish is at least willing to “try out” the Trial Liturgy, allowing for its faults 
here and there, but also recognizing its value and its goals. 

Taking into consideration some of the specific suggestions we did receive 
and the opinions we have gathered in conversation from time to time, we shall 
start today making two minor changes in our way of celebrating the Liturgy. 
Except for the two great festal seasons we shall use the “Penitential Order” 
at all Sunday Masses. We shall have it at the very beginning of the 
Liturgy as soon as the clergy are in the sanctuary. It is fitting that the 
congregation still rise at the entrance of the clergy at all services. The other 
change is that we shall kneel for the Prayer of Intercession right after the 
“Peace” when the officiant says “In peace let us pray to the Lord.” At the end 
of the Intercession we shall stand for the beginning of the Offertory. 

Curiously enough, almost no one mentioned the giving of the “Peace,” 
except one or two who suggested how not to do it. For the time being we shall 
leave it just as we have been doing it—without any specific action involved. 

Many thanks to those who took the time to answer and reply to the 
questionnaire. We were pleased with the amount of thoughtful and constructive 
criticism. It has been a great help to us, and will be extremely useful as we 
make reports to the Diocesan Liturgical Committee and, especially, to the Joint 
Liturgical Commission of the General Convention which was asked to produce 
the Trial Liturgy—EPP & MRB.

THE FALL SCHEDULE of Sunday and weekday services is resumed today. 
The schedule is given in detail on the front of the leaflet. It is hoped that 
the hours of the weekday services meet the needs of the congregation. 


THE USHERS’ GUILD will meet next Sunday at 10 o’clock in the Lady 

Chapel for its annual meeting and to organize for the coming year. Mr. 
Charles G. Scott has served as chairman of this important group of men for 
the past year. 


NOTE ABOUT THE LITURGY: This morning we are returning to the use 

of the 1928 Rite for a few months, following a plan suggested by the Bishop 
and the Diocesan Liturgical Advisory Committee. We have used the Trial 
Liturgy for nine months, and many members of the congregation have par- 
ticipated in two questionnaires, one for the parish and the other from the 
National Church. (This latter questionnaire should be sent to the parish office 
not later than September 15th.) Now it is important to live with the official 
Prayer Book Rite for a period of time so that we can better evaluate the Trial 
Liturgy when and if the Bishop suggests that we return to it for a period in 
the future. 

We shall continue to have the Liturgy of the Word away from the altar, 
beginning the Altar Service with the Offertory. We ask the congregation to 
stand for the Prayer for the Church through the Invitation until the words 
“devoutly kneeling.” The congregation may join in the Prayer of Humble 
Access. We ask your continued interest in the study of the Liturgy, and wel- 
come your constructive comments as we return to the 1928 Rite. 

WE WELCOME MR. THOMAS L. McCLELLAN to the staff of St. Mark’s 
Church as parish Seminarian. Mr. McClellan is beginning his second year 
at the Philadelphia Divinity School, and is a candidate for Holy Orders from 
our parish, 
THE VESTRY COMMITTEE ON COMMUNITY INVOLVEMENT made 
the “Young Great Society” of Mantua its summer project. The vestry 
approved funds for initiating a pallet repair service which provides nine jobs 
for men in Mantua. In addition, $2000 was given towards the purchase of three 
dump trucks for hauling jobs in community improvement—an additional job 
source. The parish also gave funds for the purchase of two automatic washers 
and a dryer for the YGS academy (orphanage) to meet laundering needs 
previously met at a local laundromat. A group of St. Mark’s parishioners pro- 
vided muscle power one Sunday afternoon to clear a play lot of broken glass 
and debris. The committee hopes that in the future more parishioners will 
become personally involved with the Young Great Society. — Robert Gearhart.

THE END OF THE PRAYER OF CONSECRATION (often called the 

Great Thanksgiving) is truly one of the high points in the Liturgy of the 
Eucharist. At this point comes the Great Elevation with appropriate ceremonial 
action (meaningful because the consecration is completed) and the participation 
of the congregation in saying “AMEN.” This Amen is most significant — more 
important than any ceremonial action — and the hearty response of the People 
of God in saying the Amen is of great importance. The people of St. Mark’s 
generally do so well with said and sung responses it is hoped that this Amen 
will ring out with joy and conviction. 


From “RECONCEPTIONS IN CHRISTIAN THINKING” by W. Norman 

Pittenger: . . . The Anglican Communion, in all of its branches throughout 
the world, is a synthesis — which precisely because it is a synthesis, is not an 
amalgam — of diverse elements which in separated form are found elsewhere in 
Christendom. This is of course one reason for the strategic position which 
Anglicanism has occupied until quite recent years in the movement toward 
Christian reunion. It is also the reason why the enterprise of theological 
reconstruction seems to have been a continuing part of its tradition. For 
Anglicanism’s deep sense of history, of institution, and the sacrament has 
removed a fear of losing moorings when it seeks to restate the faith, while its 
essentially liberal spirit, which I believe is derived from the long history of 
English religious humanism, has delivered it from simple acquiescence in tradi- 
tion for tradition’s sake. . . . The really distinctive thing about Anglicanism is 
not to be found in any particular set of beliefs or way of worship, but in the 
fashion in which Anglicans live, believe, and worship as members of the Uni- 
versal Church. The Anglican Communion is neither one among several varieties 
of Catholicism, nor one among several varieties of Protestantism, but a partic- 
ular way of being a Christian which is in principle inclusive both of Catholicism 
and of Protestantism, but inclusive also of much else—and notably of the 
liberal spirit in thought, the humanistic spirit in practice, the capacity to 
discriminate between essential and unessential matters. . . .

THE REV. JAMES E. WOODRUFF, an Urban Missioner in the Diocese of 

Pennsylvania, will be our guest next Sunday. He will address the congrega- 
tion briefly at the Nine O’Clock Mass and preach at the 11 o’clock Solemn 
Mass. It will be a privilege to have Father Woodruff at St. Mark’s. There 
seems to be a great deal of misunderstanding about the work of our urban 
missioners and it is fitting that our congregation learn about it first-hand. 
Father Woodruff is one of the special preachers and speakers we are inviting to 
St. Mark’s this year so that we may be more aware of our Christian responsi- 
bility in the life of the Church and in the community. 


REMINDER: Standard Time will be in effect next Sunday. Turn your clocks 
back one hour on Saturday night. 


THE TRIAL LITURGY QUESTIONNAIRE from the Liturgical Commission 
was filled out by 58 members of the parish of which 31 were men and 27 were 
women. The following results should be of interest: 


46 generally approved. 12 disapproved. 

All who responded attend Mass each Sunday. 

29 read the Prayer Book Studies in the Trial Liturgy. 
27 had some function in the Liturgy or the service. 


30 were always Episcopalians. 28 were not. 

Age of those replying : under 20 (1) 
20-30 (6) 31-45 (16) 
46-60 (21) over 60 (14) 


The general impression from the comments is that the Trial Liturgy is on the 
right track, but that improvements and some changes are in order. The clergy 
concur in this. 


“What does it mean for a Christian to be an American citizen? Are there 

special responsibilities that he must assume as such a citizen? . .. Does the 
Christian in a democractic society have to develop new forms of the Christian 
way of life? I am hinting at the need for the American Christian to look for 
a spirituality different from that which he became accustomed to in the past... . 
It is easy, then, to see that we are forced to new concepts of virtue. ... Virtue 
is an outgoing act of the modern man designed to dominate the sociological facts 
of his environment, to change them, with the love of God, for the good of the 
human being. 

The challenges that man faces today are not the challenges he faced yester- 
day, and the responses demanded of the morally serious man today are not the 
responses demanded of him yesterday. To make the problem even more muddled, 
man is not the same man today that he was yesterday. ... In this perspective, 
then, it is obvious that the virtuous man of today will possess ‘virtues’ keyed to 
the challenges facing him at this time. We must constantly look at the reality 
of man’s existence in order to know what Christ demands of him now. And in 
this view, in this search, in this scrutiny of reality, we may discover the bases 
for a spirituality that will surprise us.” — James F. Andrews, Editor of the 
NATIONAL CATHOLIC REPORTER in his book “The Christian Citizen.” 
(N.B. Both of these books are in our Parish Library.) 


“Acceptance of the real world is the first condition for being a Christian. A 

person is himself only in a world, and he can be his full self only in a real 
world. Reality qualifies the nature of everything in our lives, even our fantasies ; 
what we escape to is determined by the reality we want to escape from, and 
once we do escape we are, in reality, escapists. The Christian life is not an 
escape mechanism. Christianity is either the means of being our real selves in 
the real world or it is nothing.”

From LOUIS CASSELS’ Bulletin column “Religion in America.” 


Jesus taught that man’s supreme moral duty is to care — in modern vernac- 
ular, give a damn — about your neighbor and everything that affects his welfare 
and happiness. . . . 


Except perhaps in a few big cities where the depersonalization of human 
relations has reached an advanced stage, there are not many people who would 
say, when confronted with the acute need of an individual neighbor, “I don’t 
give a damn.” 


But many who are kind to others, on a person-to-person basis, find it 
difficult to extend their compassion to faceless masses of people. Thus, they are 
apt to be indifferent or even hostile toward proposals for alleviating the need of 
large groups, such as the urban poor... . 


The Rev. William A. Beal, rector of St. John’s Episcopal Church, Bethesda, 
Md., told his congregation recently that “throughout our country and our history 
many individuals — good, Christian, church going individuals —have treated 
persons as individuals in a decent way, but have closed their eyes to the larger 
problems of social justice.” 


Some Christians would reply that the way to change society is to change 
the hearts of men, one by one (italics ours) through Evangelism and religious 
conversion, That was the basic viewpoint of many churches in Germany during 
the rise to power of Adolph Hitler. They preached the Gospel to individuals, 
calling them to private righteousness, while a whole society went to hell, 
unchallenged and unrebuked. 


“This kind of conflict in our country goes back as far as slavery,” Beal 
said. “Then, too, there were many good Christians, churchgoing slaveholders 
who personally treated their slaves in a decent way. Yet, these same people 
helped perpetuate a system that denied human equality and dignity.” 


“In a similar way, there are many of us today who treat members of 
minority groups with respect, with personal kindness and love. At the same 
time, we may do almost nothing about the structures and systems that cause 
poverty, prejudice, persecution, ghettos, segregation and injustice. Thus, our 
personal goodness often becomes irrelevant.”

THE LORD’S SUPPER 


“The Lord’s Supper is the most universal service in Christendom. Almost 
every Christian church has some form of it; but, because of the way it is often 
referred to... it either seems to be so completely the Lord’s that it is not ours, 
or it appears to be nothing more than a quaint custom, a several-thousand-year- 
old ritual meal, which Christians perpetuate because it makes them feel less 
frightened in the world. During the actual service people usually dress, talk and 
act differently ; the whole business has no direct relation to the world in which 


we live. 

“If, as has been said, the Holy Eucharist is the central act of the Christian 
community, and if, as the Second Vatican Council noted, the Church itself can 
be called a eucharistic fellowship, Christianity must share the nature of its 
eucharistic activity. If that activity is quaint, so is Christianity; and that, in 
fact, is just the way Christianity does look to many people. The only consola- 
tion in the world’s eyes may be that the strange ritualistic expression of the 
Christian cult is most frequently confined to the group’s lodges, called ‘churches’, 
and does not interfere in noticeable ways with the world’s ongoing activity. 
It keeps Christians ‘off the streets’, as we say of any problem group that is out 
of sight, or it puts them on the streets when no one else is using them anyway. 
Even some members of the Church think that the Holy Eucharist keeps Chris- 
tians off the streets and out of the world... . 

“The liturgy is the source of Christian living in the sense of being its 
paradigm (pattern), not in the sense of being the button which, if pushed, makes 
everything else work automatically. The Eucharist is involvement that perfects 
involvement; if there is no involvement in the first place, there is nothing for it 
to perfect. It is not fire sent to amaze people by burning in a vacuum. . . we 
must be doing something in God’s world before the Eucharist can perfect 


that action.”

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OUR EMOTIONS AND THE OPTIONS 


In regard to some of the things that the Church is doing and saying these 
days, of which we may have said, from time to time, that we do not “approve” ; 
we ought to make ourselves answer two questions—(1) Why don’t I approve? 
and (2) What would I suggest as an alternative? 


As for the first question—what usually brings forth our cry of “disapproval” 
is that in regard to these things we experience an unpleasant emotional reaction ; 
we see red. Our blood pressure rises, and we become angry. Time and custom 
have taught us that there is a kind of eleventh commandment: we are never to 
experience any kind of unpleasant emotional reaction from certain sources—the 
Church and its clergy, schools and their teachers, the younger generation. 
These categories of people must never rock the boat; they must not threaten 
the present order of things. If they do, our immediate reaction is annoyance. 
Our emotional reactions are generally always quite irrational. We are not 
particularly angered, for example, when our Congressmen raise their own 
salaries, but we are not a little upset when school teachers ask for a hike in 
their pay. We do not think it odd that the Quakers work to end war, but we 
find ourselves annoyed with Episcopalians who do, Perhaps much of our 
reaction that we call “disapproval” is really a kind of panic—our world seems 
to be changing so much that it is disappearing altogether, and we resent anyone, 
including the Church, who appears, at least, to be givng it a hand. Above all, we 
feel that somehow we are being betrayed, that these groups have committed 
some kind of a crime against God and nature if not against us personally. We 
do not like it. But the “it” we do not like is more than likely the unpleasant 
emotional reaction we experience, and I think this is important for us to 
understand. 


As for the second question—in our emotional fury we ought not to be blind 
to the fact that in our day the Church has to do and say something about the 
issues that confront us; she cannot remain silent and indifferent. The Church 
is on trial today, and it is all but dead from lack of interest in her. If, for 
example, the Church says and does nothing about a welfare system that is both 
unjust and inadequate, it will be taken that the one institution in society that 
speaks for Jesus Christ couldn’t care less. If we are going to disapprove of 
what the Church is presently doing, then we must come up with an alternative. 


Someone has said that we ought to stop being angry at what the young 
people are wearing and the length of their hair, because this has become a 
substitute for our failure to face the reality of what they are trying to say to us, 
and what it is that they are rebelling against. Young people can be quite rational 
when they know that they are going to be listened to. Our annoyance is always 
good insurance against hearing what they want to say. By the same token, 
many people ought to stop indulging their emotions every time they hear or 
read about some incident of which they do not “approve” in the Church’s present 
attempt to be relevant, and to maintain contact with her people—all of them. 
Our fulminations can become convenient excuses for not facing facts. We ought 
to be willing to find out what is involved, and what, exactly, the alternative of 
indifference would lead to. Today, unfortunately, the options of silence and 
inaction are not open to us.

THE ADVENT EMBER DAYS which occur this week and the Ordination of 

the Reverend Michael I, Wheeler to the Priesthood on Saturday bring to our 
thoughts the Ministry of the Church. On the Ember Days which we observe 
four times each year, we are asked to pray for all who serve as bishops, priests 
and deacons as well as those who are candidates or postulants for Holy Orders. 
We as Anglicans hold with the rest of Catholic Christendom that there are 
three orders of ordained ministers. In the Preface of the Ordinal (Prayer 
Book, page 529) we read: i 


“It is evident unto all men, diligently reading Holy Scriptures and ancient 
Authors, that from the Apostles’ time there have been these Orders of Ministers 
in Christ’s Church — Bishops, Priests and Deacons.” Before being ordained a 
deacon a man must first express his call to the Ministry to a parish priest, who, 
if he believes that he has the basis for a vocation, presents him to the bishop of 
the diocese. The bishop, if he accepts him, admits him as a postulant. Normally, 
the postulant must have a college degree and then do three years of graduate 
work in a theological seminary of the Church. Sometime after completing one 
year of study the postulant, with the approval of the priest and vestry of his 
home parish, becomes a candidate. Their approval is again required before the 
candidate is ordained a deacon (at the close of his preparation in the seminary) 
and before being ordained a priest (having served six months to a year as 
deacon). 


Actually, the Ministry of the Church is more than just those ordained to 
Holy Orders. Every baptized member of the Church is called to a vocation of 
Christian life and witness. In special ways this lay-ministry is expressed — such 
as acolytes, lay-readers, lectors at the Mass, ushers, those who care for the altar 
and vestments, those who lead in singing God’s praises. Ina very real way each 
Christian who attends the Holy Eucharist “assists” at this service — each has a 
vocation, the ordained priest and each man, woman and child. 


There is something special and important about the Ministry of bishops, 
priests and deacons, but this in no way minimizes the Ministry of the laity who 
also have had the hands of the bishop laid on their heads and are called to serve 
Christ, each in his own way. — E. P. P.

THE FORGOTTEN DAYS 


In the Book of Common Prayer, under the section called “Tables and Rules”, 
there is given us a Table of Fasts, and in this list we find that among these 
days when the Church “requires such a measure of abstinence as is more espe- 
cially suited to extraordinary acts of devotion”, there are the Ember Days, and 
it tells when they occur. The word “ember” comes from an old English one 
that means “to come around again” or “to occur ina cycle.” These Ember Days 
come around four times each year, and they are days when by tradition the 
Church offers special prayers for its Ministry. But nowadays most people have 
only heard of the “Ember Days” because they appear in the Sunday leaflet now 
and then, and really take no part in the observance of them. This is too bad, 
because at this particular time in the life of the Christian Church, its Ministry 
is in need of prayers and of God’s guidance. The revolution of change that has 
come upon us in this generation, has had its effects upon the Ministry as well, 
and the shape and nature of the Church’s Ministry will probably be very much 
different in years to come than it has been in the past. The “role” of a clergy- 
man is fast disappearing in our modern society. That is, a person (the “parson’’) 
who proclaimed his different role by his manner of dress, his more serious 
demeanor, his reserved speech, his attachment to the past, and all of those poses 
which we have come to expect of “a man of the cloth” and which mark him off 
as a quite different being than the layman. This is not an age of role-playing, 
and the younger clergymen are not interested in it, and often seem te find this 
traditional role so impossible today that they are leaving the traditional ministry 
of the Church, and seeking to express their vocation where, as they would say, 
they can be themselves. The whole approach to a relevant ministry today is 
in a state of flux. Experiments are being made. New types of ministries are 
being attempted. There is much need of guidance and of prayer for these devel- 
opments, and for keeping the four Ember seasons as they come around each year.

LENT BEGINS ON WEDNESDAY OF THIS WEEK. It is hoped that all 

members of our congregation will find the times for services on Ash Wednes- 
day convenient. We all should begin this great season at the altar. There will 
be Solemn Mass at 7:00 A. M. followed by a light breakfast for all in the 
parish house. There will be two other opportunities for Mass and Holy Com- 
munion—at 12:10 Noon and 5:30 in the late afternoon. Ashes will be imposed 
after all services. (The Gospel seems to say that ashes should not be worn 
outside of the church.) 


THE SCHEDULE FOR WEEKDAYS IN LENT is the same as the regular 
schedule with two exceptions : 


Each Wednesday at 7:30 P. M. an evening Lenten Service. Begin- 
ning on February 26th there will be Stations of the Cross followed by a 
movie in the parish house and a discussion. 


Each Friday at 12:15 P. M. the Diocese of Pennsylvania will hold 
a service in St. Mark’s (except on Good Friday). At this service the 
Right Reverend Robert L. DeWitt, D.D., will preach. He will also be 
heard over WFLN at the same time. (Note: There will be no Noonday 
Mass on Fridays during Lent.) 


A CHINESE NEW YEAR’S SERVICE will be held next Sunday, February 

23rd at 2:00 P. M. in the Chinese Christian Church, 225 North 10th Street. 
The Rev. C. A. Ling, Pastor, invites the members of St. Mark’s to be present 
for the service and a social hour to follow. 


THE TRIAL LITURGY. Beginning on Ash Wednesday, following the request 

of Bishop DeWitt and the Diocesan Liturgical Committee, we shall return to 
the Trial Liturgy to be used at all Masses except the 8:00 A. M. Mass on 
Sundays. Our bishop has approved certain recommended changes submitted by 
the Liturgical Committee. These changes in the new rite are the result of con- 
structive criticisms which we and other people of the diocese made about six 
months ago. Here at St. Mark’s the following revisions will be made in the 
rite as we first used it: 


—The Nicene Creed as found in the Prayer Book will be used instead of 
the one in the Trial Liturgy. 


—We are left free to experiment with the Prayer of Intercession. We 
shall, at the beginning at least, shorten and adapt it on Sundays, and try 
other forms on weekdays. 


—The Blessing will be returned to the end of the Mass. After Communion 
we shall remain kneeling for the Thanksgiving (said by all) and the well- 
known Blessing, after which the brief Dismissal (“Go forth into the 
world in Peace.” ) will be said. 


On Sundays and other special days we shall use the General Confession at the 
beginning of Mass. Reminders about when to stand or kneel will be printed in 
the leaflet for your convenience.

THE TRIAL LITURGY is now being used at all services except the 8:00 
A. M. Mass on Sundays. The following reminders may assist the members 
of the congregation as we begin this second period of use: 


— On Sundays the Mass begins with the Invitation to Communion and the 
General Confession. 

— Following the hymn (and at the beginning on weekdays) we stand until 
the Epistle or Lesson. 

— The Nicene Creed on page 71 of the Prayer Book will be used for the 
present. 

— Following “The Peace” we shall kneel for the Prayer of Intercession, 
which prayer will vary from time to time as we are now permitted to 
experiment. 


— After Communion, we remain kneeling as we say the Prayer of Thanks- 
giving together and receive the Blessing and Dismissal. 


THE PROPERS (Collects, Epistles or Lessons, and Gospels) for the Liturgy 

on Weekdays during Lent will be either from the Prayer Book (usually for 
the previous Sunday) or from the authorized Book of Propers for Lesser Feasts 
and Fasts, copies of which are found in the chapels.

week) are set aside as times of prayer for the Ministry of the Church. May 
we especially remember our Bishop on these days, as well as the clergy of our 
parish, and the two men from our parish, Thomas McClellan and Lorne Ruby, 
now at the Divinity School preparing for the priesthood.

THE TRIAL LITURGY is now being used at all services except the 8:00 
A. M. Mass on Sundays. The following reminders may assist the members 
of the congregation as we begin this second period of use: 


— On Sundays the Mass begins with the Invitation to Communion and the 
General Confession. 

— Following the hymn (and at the beginning on weekdays) we stand until 
the Epistle or Lesson. 

— The Nicene Creed on page 71 of the Prayer Book will be used for the 
present. 

— Following “The Peace” we shall kneel for the Prayer of Intercession, 
which prayer will vary from time to time as we are now permitted to 
experiment.

THE ETHICAL TEACHING OF JESUS 


The Christian trying to realize the meaning of human life naturally turns 
to the ethic of Jesus. The ethical teaching of Jesus is not a detailed blueprint 
for human activity, but the follower of Jesus at least begins his quest by examin- 
ing the ethical teaching of the scriptures. .. . What is the ethical teaching of 
Jesus? In general, Jesus calls his followers to live a life in union with God 
and neighbor. 

Why was the twofold commandment called a new commandment? Love of 
God and neighbor was central in the teaching of the Old Testament and in 
many other religions. One distinctive characteristic of the love ethic of Jesus 
is the insistence on an indissoluble interior bond between the love of God and the 
love of neighbor. The follower of Jesus is recognized by his love for others. 
The judgment scene of Matt. 25 indicates that man’s relationship to God is known 
and manifested in his, relationship with his fellow man. The follower of Jesus 
cannot claim to love God and yet neglect his neighbor who is hungry, thirsty, 
naked, alone, or in prison. John says very poignantly that man cannot love the 
God he does not see if he does not love the neighbor whom he does see (I John 
4:20). The ethic of Jesus does not eschew life in this world; rather, the 
authentic love of God is found in a loving concern for others. The follower of 
Jesus can find no excuse (not even worship at the altar) which takes precedence 
over his loving concern and forgiveness for his neighbor. 

The Christian is called to love just as Jesus loved. The greatest example 
of Christian love is love for enemies. The enemy can give the lover nothing in 
return. In fact, the enemy returns hatred for love. The enemy might react 
with vengeance and annoyance, but love of enemies remains the great sign of 
Christian love. .. . Do the Church and the followers of Jesus really put into 
practice the ethical teaching of their Lord? ... Is the primary concern of the 
Church the neighbor in need or is the Church more interested in preserving and 
augmenting its image, status, wealth, and power? ... Has the Church left all to 
follow Jesus or is it trying to serve two masters?

ALAN PATON ON SUFFERING 


“The ‘problem of suffering’ has exercised the minds of men for centuries, 
especially the minds of those who want to believe that God is father as well as 
creator. Why does he permit pain and suffering to exist? Why didn’t he make 
the world good, and kind and peaceful? Why didn’t he make men who would 
not hurt or destroy in all that holy mountain? Was the world worth making, 
and is life worth living with its Vietnam and its Nigeria, its cancer and its 
arthritis, its decay of personal meaning and privacy, and the hopeless gloom of 
lonely and disillusioned old age? 


These aren’t easy questions to answer. I certainly hate to be asked them 
at a party. How is one to explain how evil got into the universe if one doesn’t 
believe in the devil? Is one to believe that God the Savior came to Bethlehem 
to make reparation for the cruelty of God the Creator? Or is one to believe 
that suffering, like man himself, is a product of a blind evolutionary process 
that produces orderliness by accident ? 


I can’t accept any of these answers, but I can’t produce others. My intellect 
can’t cope with the problem of suffering, nor can it accept the speculations of 
other intellects, which I feel are speculating out of their range and capacity. 
These are questions that cannot be answered in an article or in a book, but 
only in life.”

THE COMFORT OF CONSPIRACY 


When we are in trouble, either personally or as a nation, there is always 
the temptation to fall for the conspiracy idea. It explains away our difficulties, 
our failures, and our lack of concern. This is neurotic behavior because it tries 
to explain away reality, and it therefore bears watching. 


On a personal level we may claim that the reason we have been fired from 
a job is because the boss is trying to get rid of us, when the truth of the matter 
is that we are inadequate, we fail. Ona national level we hear that social unrest 
and rioting are the result of a Communist conspiracy. That the Communists 
may use these things for their own purposes nobody denies, but that is very 
different from their being the cause of them. We don’t really want to face the 
real causes of these things, so we say it is a “Commie plot” and excuse our- 
,selves from any responsibility. At least we are not to blame. It is someone 
‘else’s fault. This is very comforting ... for a while. y 


In time, this sort of reasoning leads to fear and panic, the sort of ‘situation 
in ‘which we act ‘without réason, running scared to death, a condition probably 
much to-the liking of our enemies. Witch-hunts are set in motion, the backlash 
we read about. This only aggravates an already bad situation; it turns up the 
heat under an already steaming kettle. The lid will blow off just that much 
sooner. If the heat is going to be turned down, it has to be done by getting at 
the causes of social unrest—injustice, neglect, greed, and the rest. Then too, 
those who scream about conspiracies are’ throwing up a smoke screen around 
their own self-centeredness. By frightening you half to death, they take your 
attention ‘off themselves. 


No doubt Russia might rejoice in the collapse of this nation. No doubt we 
might be happy if Russia failed. But let’s not be confused and trapped into 
accepting. a ‘neurotic explanation of our social problems here-at home. We 
must be brave enough to see that what we are really fearful of is change—any 
kind that will affect us, and that we are responsible for the causes of change. 
The civil rights movement is not,a,,“pious fraud’ inspired by Communists, but 
the natural consequence of our own neglect and indifference. I would like to 
: believe that it is all the handiwork of the Russians; it. would take all of the 
responsibility off my shoulders. But the ills that afflict-us ‘today are our own 
doing. »Jet’s face it, and not fall for :the comfort of conspiracy. .

YOUR OWN THING 


There is a widespread misconception among so many Christians, partic- 
ularly Catholic ones, that the various “callings” in life are somehow graded by 
God; that some are more acceptable to him than others, some holier than others, 
some “higher” than others. At the top of the list are monks and nuns, then 
next come the clergy, and so on down the line until we get, supposedly, to ones 
that are not approved by God. Along with this it is usually taken for granted 
that there is a different standard expected of each category. The Church itself 
has acquiesced in this nonsense by creating for the laity a standard quite dif- 
ferent from that of “those under vows.” Al states in life, every “vocation”, is 
acceptable to God, and none is more exalted or less “religious” than the other. 
And every walk of life is a “vocation” — that word does not apply only to 
monks, nuns and clergy. Being a butcher or a lawyer or a teacher or a street 
sweeper is just as much a “Christian vocation” as being a bishop or a mother 
superior. Every baptized person is “under vows” — the same vows. What is 
sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander. If it is all right for a layman to 
have a cocktail, it is O.K. for a priest to have one too. If clergy are supposed 
to think and act like Christians, so are laymen. A good symptom of this silly 
reasoning is the strange attitude that so many have about clerical attire. The 
lack of a peculiar garb makes laymen uneasy — it means that (1) they have no 
way of spotting a parson, and (2) if that is so, they may be caught acting 
naturally in his presence! 

Whatever your own thing is, it is wholly acceptable to God, and just as 
“religious” as any other thing. What our society so desperately needs today is 
Christian laymen who know their own bag, converted and convinced Christians 
who realize that their true “vocation” is to be what they are, witnessing where 
they are, doing what they do. The so-called “ministry of the laity” must not 
mean merely being helpers to the clergy, doing “church jobs.” It is doing 


your own thing.

THE LIBRARY — We try to make available for you books which will help 

you to comprehend and to evaluate the many difficult challenges and problems 
of our day. Our Christian duty is to bring to these situations the calm of reason 
and the light of charity, and to be well informed. One of the best of these books 
is called “CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE AND THE CHRISTIAN.” It is written 
by The Rey. Daniel B. Stevick, an associate professor at the Philadelphia 
Divinity School, whose family is a part of our own congregation. This book is 
now in our parish library, and it ought to be read by everyone. 


Here is a typical quote — 

“These are the fundamental realities of biblical religion: the unconditional 
claim of God and the unqualified acquiescence of man. This supreme claim 
implies the rejection of any rival claim which would usurp the obedience which 
is due to God alone. ‘Thou shalt have no other gods before me’ is the First 
Commandment. . . . Man, in his perversity, seems endlessly resourceful in organ- 
izing his actual life values around his personal and group loyalties, his ideals, 
his ideologies, his compulsions — and letting the forms of his religion (even 
biblically derived religion) sanction his actual commitment to a false, demeaning, 
enslaving god. Jesus rejected the temptation to misdirected allegiance by citing 
out of his tradition: ‘You shall worship the Lord your God and him only shall 
you serve. This is the first and greatest and most joyful — but most difficult — 
requirement of man... when a state claims for itself the ultimate prerogatives 
or the absolute homage which belongs to God alone or when it prohibits or 
restricts the worship which is rightly due to God alone, it has overstepped its 
role and must be defied. . . . When a state adopts a policy that treats men as 
less than human, it must be opposed. . . . The Christian community may have 
to become the enemy of the state which has made itself the enemy of man.”

ABOUT FORGIVENESS — Speaking of the Church’s “ministry of absolution” 
Bishop John A, T. Robinson says — “It is a ministry of binding and loosing, 
retaining and remitting, which is vested in the Church corporately (Matt. 
18: 18; John 20:23). ... It has failed to be regarded as a part of the normal 
function of the forgiving community. The Church is the community par excel- 
lence where forgiveness of sins is offered, where a man or a woman may be 
delivered from the isolation of sin into the renewing fellowship of the Holy 
Spirit. Sin is_individual (although it is also depersonalizingly collective) ; for- 
giveness is corporate. That is why forgiveness can never simply be something 
between a man and his God, although that is where its heart lies. Forgiveness 
is essentially reconciliation, and for this the forgiving community is a sine qua 
non. If the absolution, whether in public or in private, is pronounced by the 
ordained priest, it is precisely because it is pronounced in the name of the whole 
Church, both catholic and local, As each member of the congregation listens to the 
absolution in church and says his ‘Amen’, he is just as much at the pronouncing 
end in relation to his fellow members as he is at the receiving end in relation to 
God.” — from “On Being the Church in the World” — Chapter 4
